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SENATE  CHAMBER 

Helena,  Montana,  January  7,  1935. 

At  twelve  o'clock  noon,  pursuant  to  law,  the  Senate  of  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Legislative  Assembly  was  called  to  order.  In  the  absence  of  a 
duly  qualified  successor,  Honorable  Robert  Pauline,  President  Pro-Tern, 
elected  for  the  interim  at  the  close  of  the  Twenty-third  Legislative  As- 
sembly, acting  under  the  provisions  of  Section  423,  R.  C.  M.,  1921,  presided. 

The  presiding  officer  announced  that  the  first  order  of  business  would 
be  the  selection  of  a  Temporary  Secretary.

REPORT  OF  PARONS,  COMMUTATIONS  AND  REMISSIONS  OF 
FINES,  1933-'34.    BY  GOVERNOR  ERICKSON 

Pardons 

FRANK  GUNN — Toole  county;  murder  second  degree;  sentenced  1931 
to  37  years  and  4%  months.  Prisoner  had  an  incurable  malady,  and  on 
recommendation  of  three  Justices  of  the  Supreme  court,  the  County  At- 
torney and  others  a  pardon  was  granted  January  6,  1933. 

ELIJAH  BESS — Stillwater  county,  murder;  sentenced  in  October,  1919, 
to  life  term.  Bess  was  nearly  70  years  old  and  badly  broken  in  health, 
and  on  January  12,  1933,  a  pardon  was  granted  on  condition  that  Bess  go 
to  his  home  in  Missouri  and  never  return  to  Montana. 

Commutations 

GERALD  GREENO  and  SPIRY  DOROLL— Carbon  county;  grand 
larceny;  sentenced  August  195  1930,  to  eight  years.  Applications  for 
clemency  were  supported  by  letters  from  Judge  and  County  Attorney.  On 
January  10,  1933,  sentences  were  commuted  to  five  years. 

MYRTLE  WAYNE  and  IRENE  GUNN— Hill  county;  selling  liquor 
to  minors;  sentenced  January  3,  1933,  to  six  months  in  county  jail  and  fines 
of  $250.  Sixty  days  of  sentence  having  been  served  and  fine  paid,  and 
officials  representing  that  there  were  no  accomodations  for  women  pris- 
oners, sentences  were  on  February  2,  1933,  cut  to  60  days  in  jail. 

BY  GOVERNOR  COONEY 
Pardons 

K.  A.  R.  ANDERSON — Sweet  Grass  county;  making  false  report  to 
State  Superintendent  of  Banks;  sentenced  December  2,  1931  to  four  years. 
Eleven  jurors  urged  clemency  and  many  citizens  of  Anderson's  commun- 
ity asked  it.  As  he  had  always  borne  a  good  reputation  and  has  served 
a  year  and  a  half,  a  pardon  was  granted  May  9,  1933. 

JOHN  LOGAN — Stillwater  county;  forgery  and  false  statement  to 
Superintendent  of  Banks;  sentenced  June  18,  1931,  to  two  and  five  years, 
sentences  to  run  concurrently.  County  Attorney  recommended  clemency 
and  as  Logan  had  pleaded  guilty  and  had  been  a  model  prisoner  at  Deer 
Lodge,  he  was  pardoned  May  9,  1933. 

MARY  EASTER — Beaverhead  county;  giving  liquor  to  a  minor;  sen- 
tenced February  27,  1933,  to  six  months  in  county  jail  and  a  fine  of  $250. 
Many  citizens  of  Dillon  asked  that  she  be  released,  she  being  a  poor  woman 
with  a  minor  child,  and  that  no  good  could  be  done  by  further  imprison- 
ment. She  had  recently  undergone  a  major  operation,  and  in  considera- 
tion of  all  of  the  circumstancse  it  was  deemed  wise  to  interfere  with  the 
judgment  of  the  court.    She  was  pardoned  May  9,  1933. 
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OLIVER  HUGS — Yellowstone;  rape;  sentenced  September  26,  1932,  to 
two  years.  Sentence  was  suspended;  on  recommendation  of  the  Judge  who 
sentenced  him  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Hugs  May  8,  1933. 

JOSE  HERNANDEZ— Silver  Bow;  burglary;  sentenced  May  21,  1930, 
to  ten  years.  He  was  in  bad  physical  condition  because  of  tuberculosis. 
May  10,  1933,  a  pardon  was  granted  on  condition  that  he  be  deported  to 
Mexico. 

WRAY  YEON — Hill  county;  second  degree  burglary;  sentenced  July, 
1932,  to  two  years.  The  crime  involved  30  gallons  of  gasoline.  Yeon  was 
only  22  years  old  and  had  an  excellent  prison  record.  A  pardon  was  given 
him  June  1,  1933. 

JOHN  MORRISON — Yellowstone  county;  second  degree  murder;  sen- 
tenced in  November,  1924,  to  25-50  years.  Morrison  was  in  serious  condi- 
tion from  cancer  of  the  lung.    Pardon  was  granted  June  8,  1933. 

E.  C.  STOVER— Hill  county;  rape;  sentenced  November  30,  1929,  to 
20  years.  It  was  believed  that  there  had  been  a  miscarriage  of  justice  in 
the  case,  and  on  October  25,  1933,  a  pardon  was  given  Stover. 

ED  POOR — Gallatin  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  June  20,  1914, 
to  two  years;  escaped  after  serving  nearly  a  year;  made  his  way  east 
and  under  an  assumed  name  enlisted  in  the  American  army,  serving  over- 
seas. He  came  back  and  settled  in  the  middle  west,  married  and  has  lived 
an  upright  life  since.  He  was  seriously  ill  and  implored  a  pardon.  This 
was  granted  October  27,  1933. 

R.  C.  REED — Phillips  county;  forgery;  sentenced  December,  1930,  to 
seven  years.  He  was  a  World  War  veteran  and  in  order  that  he  might 
receive  much  needed  treatment  at  the  Veterans'  hospital  a  pardon  was 
given  on  November  7,  1933. 

(WALTER  SMITHERS — Cascade  county;  third  degree  assault;  sen- 
tenced October  31,  1933,  to  six  months  in  the  county  jail.  Numerous  peti- 
tions asked  clemency  for  Smithers,  who  was  a  man  with  dependents.  Par- 
doned November  15,  1933. 

SAM  J.  McNARY — Musselshell  county;  rape;  sentenced  June  9,  1923, 
to  25-50  years.  McNary  has  reached  the  age  of  80,  and  it  was  felt  he 
should  be  allowed  to  spend  his  remaining  years  outside  the  prison.  Pardon 
was  granted  December  5,  1933.  This  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board 
of  pardons. 

VIRGIL  A.  BURCH — Missoula  county,  subornation  of  perjury;  sen- 
tenced in  1926  to  5-10  years.  Sentence  was  commuted  when  he  had  served 
someth'ng  more  than  a  year;  he  reported  regularly  and  finally  his  sen- 
tence was  terminated.  In  order  that  his  record  might  be  cleared  a  par- 
don was  granted  January  22,  1934. 

MAH  SAM  HING — Silver  Bow  county;  possessing  narcotics;  sen- 
tenced in  June,  1930,  to  serve  5  years  and  pay  $3,000.00  fine.  He  served 
half  his  sentence  and  had  been  paroled.  He  had  served  $430.00  of  his 
fine  and  on  January  24,  1934,  in  consideration  of  his  age  and  the  length 
cf  time  he  had  served,  a  pardon  was  given  him. 

MONA  MAY  McCULLY — Sanders  county;  first  degree  murder;  sen- 
tenced May  19,  1921,  to  life  imprisonment.  After  serving  more  than  nine 
years  she  was  declared  insane  and  sent  to  the  State  Hospital.  She  was 
represented  as  being  very  ill,  and  January  24,  1934,  a  pardon  was  granted. 
This  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board  of  Pardons. 

HANNAH  KINDER — Chouteau  county;  violation  of  state  liquor  laws; 
sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  county  jail  and  fined  $250.00  Prisoner 
being  73  years  old  and  in  delicate  health,  and  it  having  been  necessary 
to  transfer  her  from  the  jail  to  a  local  hospital,  it  was  deemed  best  to 
give  her  a  pardon,  and  this  was  done  March  30,  1934. 
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JAMES  F.  MURRAY — Phillips  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in 
1916.  He  had  served  two  years  and  three  months.  His  term  expired  in 
1921.  Without  a  pardon  he  could  not  qualify  for  a  position  he  sought 
in  California.    He  was  pardoned  April  12,  1934. 

RUSSELL  HALVER— Hill  county;  minor  offense;  sentenced  March  2, 
1934,  to  90  days  in  the  county  jail  and  fined  $200.00.  He  had  served  more 
than  a  month  and  secured  funds  with  which  to  pay  his  fine  and  wished 
to  take  his  family  to  a  farm  and  put  in  a  crop.  A  pardon  was  granted 
April  12,  1934,  being  urged  by  many  petitioners. 

WILLIAM  DAVIS — Cascade  county;  second  degree  assault;  sentenced 
in  April,  1933,  to  two  years.  Because  he  was  much  needed  at  home  and 
had  borne  a  good  reputation,  a  pardon  was  granted  April  17,  1934. 

JOHN  GALLINEAU — Glacier  county;  assault;  sentenced  in  Decem- 
ber, 1933,  to  six  months  in  county  jail.  Petitioners  asserted  the  punish- 
ment was  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  offense,  and  on  May  4,  1934,  a  par- 
don was  given. 

HUM  QUOCK — Silver  Bow  county;  possessing  narcotics;  sentenced 
June  14,  1930,  to  five  years  and  fined  $3,000.00.  Having  served  half  his 
term  was  paroled  and  then  began  serving  out  his  fine.  He  had  served 
505  days  of  this  when,  on  May  4,  1934,  a  pardon  was  given. 

W.  J.  CRISPIN — Lewis  and  Clark  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced 
April  23,  1934,  to  one  year,  sentence  being  then  suspended.  Because  of 
his  serious  physical  condition  and  his  previous  record,  a  pardon  was  issued 
May  22,  1934. 

G.  W.  McBRIDE— Gallatin  county;  rape;  sentenced  April  6,  1922, 
to  35  years.  He  was  suffering  from  cancer,  and  in  order  that  he  might  go 
to  Rochester  for  treatment  a  pardon  was  granted  August  10,  1934. 

DAVID  DION — Blaine  county;  second  degree  burglary;  sentenced  in 
March,  1933,  to  three  years.  It  appeared  that  the  punishment  was  too 
severe  for  the  crime,  and  April  14,  1933,  a  pardon  was  granted  on  condi- 
tion that  Dion  remain  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Board  of  Prison 
Commissioners  as  if  on  parole  and  make  regular  reports  to  that  body 
until  the  expiration  of  his  term  in  September,  1935. 

Commutations 

GEORGE  WILSON — Beaverhead  county;  crime  against  nature;  sen- 
tenced in  November,  1927,  to  10-20  years.  Wilson  had  served  21  months 
in  the  World  War  and  was  in  bad  physical  condition.  In  order  that  he 
might  receive  attention  through  Veterans'  Bureau  the  sentence  was  on 
April  11,  1933,  commuted  to  5  to  10  years. 

A.  V.  PERRY — Custer  county;  robbery;  sentenced  in  1929  to  10  years. 
He  had  never  been  in  trouble  before  and  had  been  a  hard-working  prisoner, 
and  on  April  11,  1933,  his  sentence  was  commuted  to  seven  years. 

THOMAS  KINGERY — Powell  county;  rape,  sentenced  in  February, 
1932,  to  five  years.  Because  there  seemed  some  doubt  as  to  his  guilt  and 
Kingery  was  sorely  needed  to  take  care  of  his  family,  his  sentence  was 
commuted  on  May  12,  1933,  to  2%  years. 

E ASTON  BOONE — Lake  county;  bank  robbery,  sentenced  in  Septem- 
ber, 1929,  to  15  years.  At  the  time  of  the  robbery  Boone  was  only  20 
years  of  age,  and  many  citizens  in  his  home  county,  Lewis  and  Clark,  peti- 
tioned for  clemency  in  his  behalf.  Feeling  that  the  prisoner  had  learned 
a  lesson  never  to  be  forgotten,  his  sentence  was  on  May  13,  1933,  cut  to 
seven  years. 

JOE  BRENNAN — Lake  county;  bank  robbery;  sentenced  in  September, 
1929  to  15  years.  Considering  Brennan's  good  behavior  in  prison  and  the 
fact  that  he  was  much  needed  to  look  after  his  family,  it  was  believed 
wise  to  make  him  eligible  to  parole.  On  May  13,  1933,  his  sentence  was 
cut  to  seven  years. 
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ED.  B.  DOUTHETT — Stillwater  county;  attempted  rape,  sentenced 
March,  1932,  to  10  years.  Liquor  played  a  part  in  the  trouble  and  Douthett 
assumed  all  blame,  and  it  seemed  that  an  excessive  sentence  had  been  im- 
posed.   His  term  was  cut  to  2%  years  on  May  22,  1933. 

LESTER  MUNTER — Lake  county;  rape,  sentenced  March  13,  1930,  to 
nine  years.  Many  citizens  of  his  county  felt  that  Munter  had  been  suf- 
ficiently punished  and  asked  clemency.  On  May  22,  1933,  the  sentence  was 
cut  to  6V2  years. 

FRED  HARRISON — Missoula,  grand  larceny  and  former  conviction; 
sentenced  October  21,  1931,  to  10  years.  Offense  was  committed  while 
Harrison  was  under  the  influence  of  liquor.  The  County  Attorney  and  the 
complaining  witness  felt  the  prisoner  had  been  sufficiently  punished  and 
on  May  22,  1933,  the  sentence  was  commuted  to  IV2  years. 

WALLACE  AND  THEODORE  KAIDAHL— Sweet  Grass  county;  rob- 
bery; sentenced  August  3,  1932,  to  five  years.  They  were  driving  through 
the  country,  were  without  funds  and  entered  a  store  at  Melville  to  secure 
food.  Believing  that  they  had  been  sufficiently  punished,  the  sentences 
were  commuted  to  IV2  years  on  May  22,  1933. 

JOHN  TABER — Lewis  and  Clark  county;  attempted  burglary;  sen- 
tenced October  25,  1930,  to  six  years.  In  order  that  he  might  be  released 
to  take  a  position  awaiting  him,  Taber's  sentence  was  on  May  25,  1933,  cut 
to  five  years. 

RALPH  YOUNGM AN— Cascade  county;  robbery;  sentenced  1930  to  20 
years.  Good  citizens  of  his  home  county,  Toole,  petitioned  that  Youngman 
be  allowed  to  return  and  assist  his  aged  father  on  the  farm.  His  sentence 
was  cut  to  six  years  on  June  30,  1933. 

ROGER  SHARETTE— Cascade  county;  robbery;  sentenced  in  February, 
1932,  to  five  years.  While  intoxicated  he  robbed  a  man  of  $3.65.  In  view 
of  his  previous  good  record,  his  sentence  was  on  July  7,  1933,  commuted  to 
three  years. 

FLOYD  MURPHY — Fergus  county;  felony;  sentenced  in  December, 
1922,  to  25-50  years.  He  had  a  good  prison  record  and  the  recommendation 
of  the  District  Judge,  and  on  July  7,  1933,  a  commutation  to  20-40  years 
was  granted. 

WALTER  POWERS — Silver  Bow  county;  robbery;  sentenced  December 
16,  1932,  to  two  years.  Powers  was  only  20  years  of  age,  and  on  the  plea 
of  his  widowed  mother,  who  needed  the  lad's  assistance,  the  sentence  was 
cut  to  one  year  on  July  7,  1933. 

HENRY  TERWILLIGER  AND  JACK  McKEARN— Jefferson  county; 
butchering  a  calf;  sentenced  in  May,  1932,  to  three  and  four  years  respec- 
tively. The  sheriff  asked  clemency,  saying  that  the  men  would  leave  the 
state,  and  accordingly  on  July  7,  1933,  the  sentence  of  each  was  com- 
muted to  two  years. 

RUSSELL  DRONE — Sweet  Grass  county;  robbery;  sentenced  in 
August,  1932,  to  five  years.  Drone  was  implicated  in  the  robbery  of  a 
store  at  Melville,  as  set  out  in  the  Kaidahl  cases,  referred  to  above,  and  it 
was  felt  that  he  should  receive  the  same  consideration  as  was  given  them. 
On  July  7,  1933,  the  sentence  was  cut  to  IY2  years. 

WILLIAM  A.  ROHOADES— Lake  county;  robbery;  sentenced  in  Octo- 
ber, 1931,  to  three  years.  Clemency  was  recommended  by  the  Judge,  County 
Attorney  and  other  officials,  and  on  July  7,  1933,  the  sentence  was  cut  to 
two  years. 

MILFORD  DANIELS — Deer  Lodge  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in 
December,  1931,  to  3%  years.  County  Attorney  recommended  commutation 
on  the  ground  of  sufficient  punishment,  and  on  July  7,  1933,  the  sentence 
was  cut  to  two  years. 
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ISAAC  KILLIAN — Petroleum  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in 
February,  1931,  to  10  years.  It  seemed  the  crime  was  the  result  of  a  weak 
mind  rather  than  a  criminal  one,  and  as  Killian  had  served  2%  years  his 
sentence  was  on  July  7,  1933,  commuted  to  2%  years.  This  action  was  dis- 
approved by  the  State  Board  of  Pardons. 

CARL  GEORGE  ANDERSON— Beaverhead  county;  robbery;  sen- 
tenced in  September,  1929,  to  10  years.  Because  of  his  youth  and  his  de- 
sire to  go  to  his  mother  in  Illinois,  his  sentence  was  on  July  7,  1933,  com- 
muted to  seven  years. 

ED.  WARFIELD — Beaverhead  county;  robbery;  sentenced  in  January, 
1929,  to  20-40  years.  The  reocrd  of  the  case  showed  that  Warfield  had  done 
much  toward  educating  himself  while  in  prison,  and  it  was  felt  that  he  had 
profited  by  his  term  in  prison  so  that  he  would  in  the  future  go  straight. 
On  July  7,  1933,  the  sentence  was  cut  to  11-22  years. 

JERRY  GOODIN — Powell  county;  first  degree  assault;  sentenced 
October  3,  1928,  to  10-20  years.  The  County  Attorney  and  Sheriff  recom- 
mended clemency,  and  that  Goodin  might  take  a  job  that  was  open  to  him, 
his  sentence  was  on  September  21,  1933,  commuted  to  5-10  years. 

JOHN  COBELL — Glacier  county;  robbery;  sentenced  in  January,  1927, 
to  10-20  years.  Cobell  was  represented  as  very  ill.  On  September  22, 
1933,  his  sentence  was  cut  to  6% -13  years. 

JAMES  REED — Fergus  county;  burglary  with  explosives;  sentenced 
November  2,  1928,  to  15-30  years.  Reed  was  tubercular  when  admitted  and 
his  condition  gradually  grew  worse,  and  the  prison  physician  reported 
that  Reed  might  die  at  any  time.  On  September  22,  1933,  the  sentence  was 
commuted  to  5-10  years. 

JOHN  FINK — Fergus;  burglary  first  degree;  began  serving  sentence 
July  8,  1918.  He  had  twice  escaped  and  each  time  received  an  additional 
sentence  for  escape.  Fink  had  a  family  to  look  after  and  rehabilitate  him, 
and  it  was  deemed  best  to  give  him  this  chance,  so  on  September  22,  1933, 
his  aggregate  sentences  of  16% -33  years  were  commuted  to  15-30  years, 
making  him  eligible  to  parole. 

ARNOLD  PIETILLA — Silver  Bow  county;  robbery;  sentenced  June, 

1931,  to  six  years.  He  had  served  more  than  two  years  for  an  offense 
that  netted  him  $7.80,  and  on  petitions  from  numerous  reputable  citizens 
his  sentence  was  commuted  to  four  years  on  September  22,  1933. 

ROY  LEE — Ravalli  county;  first  degree  burglary;  sentenced  July, 
1928,  on  three  counts  aggregating  17 %-35  years;  he  had  no  prior  convic- 
tion. He  was  past  60  years  of  age,  and  had  relatives  outside  the  state 
who  would  care  for  him,  and  on  September  22,  1933,  his  sentences  were  com- 
muted to  10-20  years. 

ROBERT  WARD — Cascade  county;  second  degree  murder;  sentenced  in 
November,  1929,  to  life  imprisonment.  From  the  record  it  seemed  Ward 
should  have  been  tried  on  a  lesser  charge  and  that  his  four  years  in  prison 
had  taught  him  his  lesson,  and  his  sentence  was  cut  to  eight  years  on 
November  11,  1933. 

LOUIS  GARDIPEE — Carbon  county;  robbery;  sentenced  in  February, 

1932,  to  five  years.  The  prisoner  was  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  other 
maladies  and  on  the  prison  physician's  report  his  sentence  was  on  November 
15,  1933,  commuted  to  three  years. 

EARL  McCOY — Silver  Bow  county;  first  degree  murder;  sentenced 
March  11,  1922,  to  life  imprisonment.  It  appeared  that  McCoy  had  ac- 
companied two  older  men  in  their  attempt  to  secure  money  and  these  two 
had  suffered  the  maximum  penalty  for  murder.  McCoy  had  developed  into 
an  expert  musician  and  in  order  to  give  him  a  chance  his  sentence  was  on 
November  25,  1933,  cut  to  11%  years. 
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JOHN  BOSTWICK — Glacier  county;  second  degree  murder;  sentenced 
in  February,  1930,  to  ten  years.  On  the  pleas  of  many  citizens  of  that 
county  and  because  of  the  belief  that  the  sentence  was  unduly  severe,  the 
sentence  was  cut  to  7%  years  on  November  29,  1933. 

FLORA  BELLE  BILLEDEAUX — Glacier  county;  second  degree  mur- 
der; sentenced  in  February,  1930,  to  11  years.  For  reasons  given  in  above 
case,  her  sentence  was  cut  on  November  29,  1933,  to  IV2  years. 

JAMES  HARRY — Dawson  county;  first  degree  murder;  sentenced  June 
12,  1915,  to  life  imprisonment.  He  served  nearly  15  years,  was  paroled  and 
went  to  St.  Louis  where  he  established  himself  in  business  and  married. 
In  order  that  he  might  be  cleared  by  termination  of  his  sentence,  a  com- 
mutation to  30  years  was  granted  on  December  6,  1933. 

HARRY  OLSON — Powell  county;  robbery;  sentenced  November  23, 
1929,  to  10  years.  On  petition  of  nine  of  the  jurors  and  others  sentence  was 
on  December  5,  1933,  cut  to  six  years. 

JOSEPH  DION  AND  GEORGE  DAULTON— Blaine  county;  second  de- 
gree burglary;  sentenced  March  7,  1933,  to  three  years.  A  well  signed  peti- 
tion was  submitted  and  the  presiding  judge  did  not  oppose  clemency.  The 
boys,  respectively  20  and  18,  had  stolen  some  blankets  from  a  machine  shed 
at  Chinook.  On  December  28,  1933,  the  sentences  were  cut  to  IV2  years. 
This  action  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board  of  Pardons. 

DANIEL  WHITMORE,  JR.— Fergus  county;  rape;  sentenced  Decem- 
ber 12,  1931,  to  eight  years.  Because  of  numerous  petitions  and  the  pris- 
oner's previous  good  reputation,  the  sentence  was  on  December  29,  1933,  cut 
to  four  years.  This  action  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board  of  Par- 
dons. 

HAROLD  MARSH — Madison  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in  Octo- 
ber, 1933,  to  one  year.  The  County  Attorney  thought  consideration  should 
be  shown  Marsh,  who  was  needed  for  the  support  of  his  mother  and  sisters, 
and  on  January  18,  1934,  the  sentence  was  reduced  to  six  months. 

MRS.  CECIL  LONG — Sanders  county;  second  degree  murder;  sen- 
tenced in  April,  1925,  to  20-45  years.  She  had  been  a  model  prisoner,  was 
about  50  years  of  age,  was  recommended  by  the  Warden,  and  had  served 
almost  nine  years.  On  January  24,  1934,  the  sentence  was  commuted  to 
8-20  years.    This  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board  of  Pardons. 

O.  W.  CRAWFORD — Yellowstone  county;  robbery;  sentenced  June  7, 
1932,  to  seven  years.  While  associated  with  several  others,  Crawford  did 
not  actually  commit  the  robbery.  Eight  of  the  jurors  petitioned  in  his  be- 
half, and  on  the  showing  made  it  was  felt  that  he  had  been  too  severely 
punished.    On  February  13,  1934,  the  sentence  was  commuted  to  three  years. 

HERBERT  GRAY— Richland  county;  robbery;  sentenced  May  10,  1929, 
to  40  years.  In  prison  he  had  been  trained  as  photographer  and  finger- 
print expert.  Feeling  that  he  had  learned  his  lesson  and  might  well  make 
something  worthwhile  of  himself  the  sentence  was  on  March  16,  1934, 
commuted  to  seven  years.  This  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Pardons. 

OLIVER  T.  GRAY— Richland  county;  robbery;  sentenced  May  10, 
1929,  to  40  years.  Because  of  his  good  record  in  prison  as  expert  machinist 
in  the  license  plate  factory,  his  sentence  was  on  March  16,  1934,  cut  to  nine 
years.    This  action  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board  of  Pardons. 

STEWART  GRAY— Richland  county;  robbery;  sentenced  May  10,  1929, 
to  40  years.  For  reasons  given  in  two  cases  above  his  sentence  was  on 
March  16,  1934,  cut  to  nine  years.  This  action  was  disapproved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Pardons.  On  September  18,  1934,  commutation  was  re- 
newed, cutting  his  sentence  to  10  years,  and  this  was  approved. 

ARTHUR  BAKER — Richland  county;  robbery;  sentenced  in  May,  1929, 
to  20  years.  Believing  that  he  had  been  sufficiently  punished  and  because 
of  his  excellent  record  in  prison,  the  sentence  was  on  March  16,  1934,  com- 
muted to  nine  years. 
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JOE  BOYD — Carbon  county;  robbery;  sentenced  March  9,  1933,  to  five 
years.  It  appeared  that  Boyd  was  influenced  by  two  older  men  in  the 
crime.  At  that  time  he  was  only  18  years  old,  married  and  living  in  Bill- 
ings. His  wife  and  aged  mother  sorely  needed  his  help.  On  March  20,  1934, 
his  sentence  was  commuted  to  two  years.  This  was  disapproved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Pardons.  On  May  25,  1934,  commutation  was  renewed,  cutting 
the  sentence  to  2V2  years.    This  action  was  approved. 

JOSEPHINE  CORICH — Cascade  county;  selling  narcotics;  sentenced 
in  June,  1933,  to  five  years.  Because  of  numerous  petitions  and  representa- 
tions by  reputable  citizens  of  Great  Falls,  her  sentence  was  on  March  20, 
1934,  cut  to  one  year.  This  action  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Pardons.  On  August  28,  1934,  commutation  was  renewed,  cutting  the  sen- 
tence to  one  year  and  remitting  the  $1,000.00  fine.  This  was  approved  by 
the  Board. 

FRED  HOLLERS — Granite  county;  second  degree  assault;  sentenced 
in  February,  1933,  to  four  years.  Clemency  was  recommended  by  the  pre- 
siding judge,  county  attorney  and  other  officials,  and  on  March  30,  1934, 
the  sentence  was  commuted  to  two  years. 

HERMAN  HAMILTON — Yellowstone  county;  robbery;  sentenced  in 
June,  1932,  to  five  years.  It  appeared  that  Hamilton  had  played  only  a 
minor  part  in  the  robbery,  and  the  court  officials  offering  no  objection  and 
the  warden  recommending  him,  Hamilton's  sentence  was  cut  to  SVk  years 
on  April  17,  1934. 

DALE  SO  APES — Park  county;  rape,  sentenced  in  May,  1932,  to  five 
years.  The  presiding  judge  recommended  reduction  of  sentence  so  Soapes 
could  take  a  position  that  was  open  for  him,  and  on  April  17,  1934,  his 
sentence  was  commuted  to  4  years. 

FAUSTO  GARCIA — Richland  county;  voluntary  manslaughter;  sen- 
tenced to  10  years.  February,  1932.  Since  his  imprisonment  began  his 
family  had  been  deported  to  Mexico,  and  in  order  that  Garcia  might  also 
be  deported,  his  sentence  was  on  April  17,  1934,  cut  to  four  years. 

CLEVE  VICK — Valley  county;  robbery;  sentenced  in  December,  1930, 
to  10  years.  There  were  many  representations  by  prominent  citizens  in 
Vick's  behalf  and  on  May  3,  1934,  the  sentence  was  commuted  to  seven 
years.    This  action  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board  of  Pardons. 

CHARLES  D.  BALLARD — Broadwater  county;  felony;  sentenced  in 
October,  1933,  to  two  years.  Practically  all  of  the  county  officials  recom- 
mended clemency  and  the  court  officials  did  not  oppose  it.  On  May  4,  1934, 
the  sentence  was  commuted,  to  one  year. 

WILLIAM  THOMAS  McGUIRE— Fergus  county;  involuntary  man- 
slaughter; sentenced  July  5,  1933,  to  SV2  years.  The  presiding  judge  and 
several  county  officials  recommended  clemency  and  the  County  Attorney 
did  not  oppose  it.    On  May  29,  1934,  sentence  was  commuted  to  two  years. 

J.  B.  GRIMSLEY — Phillips  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in  April, 

1934,  to  two  years.  This  was  his  first  misstep,  and  as  he  had  a  large  herd 
of  cattle  on  his  ranch  with  only  a  wife  and  one  child  to  look  after  the 
property,  and  many  petitioners  had  asked  for  clemency,  the  sentence  was  on 
September  8,  1934,  cut  to  one  year.  This  action  was  disapproved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Pardons. 

WILLIAM  CLARENCE  GATES— Missoula  county;  first  degree  mur- 
er;  sentenced  to  death  by  hanging.  Petitions  with  more  than  4,000  names 
were  presented  in  Cate's  behalf.  Three  successive  respites  of  one  month 
each  were  given  him  in  order  to  afford  time  for  consideration  of  the  record 
in  the  case.  After  personal  investigation  and  in  the  belief  that  there  were 
mitigating  circumstances,  Cate's  sentence  was  on  September  18,  1934,  com- 
muted to  life  imprisonment.  This  action  was  disapproved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Pardons.    On  October  26,  1934,  a  further  reprieve  until  April  26, 

1935,  was  given  him,  on  the  ground  of  discovery  of  new  evidence. 
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LYNN  M.  NYE — Beaverhead  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in  No- 
vember, 1932,  to  four  years.  Nye  had  borne  a  good  reputation,  he  was 
sorely  needed  to  take  care  of  his  family  of  wife  and  five  children,  and 
most  of  the  citizens  of  his  section  of  the  county  petitioned  for  his  release. 
On  September  20,  1934,  the  sentence  was  reduced  to  three  years.  This 
was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board  of  Pardons. 

GOLDEN  G.  HOWARD — Prairie  county;  burglary;  sentenced  in  Jan- 
uary, 1934,  to  two  years.  Judge  and  County  Attorney  and  many  petitioning 
neighbors  felt  that  Howard  had  been  sufficiently  punished  and  on  Septem- 
ber 27,  1934,  his  sentence  was  commuted  to  IV2  years.  This  action  was 
disapproved  by  the  State  Board  of  Pardons. 

E.  A.  MOELLER — Carter  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in  Decem- 
ber, 1933,  to  three  years.  In  consideration  of  the  facts  in  the  case  and  the 
recommendation  of  judge  and  County  Attorney,  the  sentence  was  commuted 
to  IV2  years  on  September  27,  1934;  this  was  disapproved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Pardons. 

JOSEPH  HOFFMAN — Pondera  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in 
March,  1934,  to  five  years.  Assuming  that  he  was  guilty,  of  which  there 
seemed  some  doubt,  the  sentence  appeared  to  be  excessive,  and  upon  rec- 
ommendation of  county  officials,  Hoffman's  sentence  was  on  November  23, 
1934,  commuted  to  three  years. 

ROBERT  DONNELLY— Hill  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in  No- 
vember, 1933,  to  three  years.  Petitions  and  letters  in  his  behalf  had  been 
presented  and  examination  seemed  to  show  that  the  sentence  was  excessive. 
On  November  24,  1934,  the  sentence  was  cut  to  two  years. 

ALBERT  DESS — Cascade  county;  burglary;  sentenced  in  November, 
1933,  to  five  years.  At  the  time  of  the  crime,  Dess  was  about  21  years  of 
age;  his  home  was  in  Fergus  county,  he  had  borne  a  good  reputation,  and 
was  the  support  of  his  parents.  He  had  a  good  prison  record,  and  upon 
the  recommendation  of  many  officials  of  Fergus  county  who  know  the 
young  man,  the  sentence  was  on  November  28,  1934,  commuted  to  two 
years. 

County  Jail  Cases 

EARL  E.  SNOW — Gallatin  county;  receiving  stolen  property;  sentenced 
to  six  months  in  county  jail.  He  had  served  more  than  four  months  of  his 
term  and  upon  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  the 
sentence  was  on  April  14,  1933,  cut  to  four  months. 

H.  N.  BROWN — Hill  county;  giving  liquor  to  a  minor;  sentenced  to  12 
months  in  county  jail  and  fined  $250.00.  On  recommendation  of  the  county 
attorney,  on  April  14,  1933,  Brown's  sentence  was  commuted  to  two  months 
and  the  fine  remitted  on  condition  that  he  be  released  to  immigration 
officials  for  deportation  to  Canada. 

JAMES  WILSON — Richland  county;  third  degree  assault;  sentenced 
April  24,  1933,  to  six  months  in  jail.  Wilson  was  73  years  old  and  many 
residents  requested  clemency  for  him.  After  Wilson  had  served  more  than 
three  months  the  sentence  was  on  July  10,  1933,  cut  to  three  months. 

JOHN  NOVOTNE— Fergus  county;  felony;  sentenced  January  26,  1934, 
to  90  days  in  jail  and  fined  $100.00.  Novotne  had  an  aged  mother  in  need 
of  his  assistance.  He  had  hitherto  borne  a  good  reputation,  and  the  sen- 
tence seemed  too  severe.  Petitioners  asked  his  release.  On  March  6,  1934, 
the  sentence  was  cut  to  60  days.  This  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board 
of  Pardons. 

FRANK  ELLER — Lewis  and  Clark  county;  petit  larceny;  sentenced 
October  30,  1934,  to  90  days  in  jail.  The  sentencing  justice  said  all  of  the 
facts  had  not  been  presented  at  time  of  sentence  or  it  would  have  not  been 
so  severe.    On  December  5,  1934,  sentence  was  cut  to  45  days. 
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GEORGE  FOX —  McCone  county;  third  degree  assault;  sentenced  to 
four  months  and  a  fine  of  $100.00.  The  fine  had  been  paid  and  Fox  had 
served  nearly  two  months  of  his  sentence.  Sheriff  and  justice  recommended 
a  cut  in  sentence.  On  September  27,  1934,  sentence  was  commuted  to  2V2 
months.    This  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board  of  Pardons. 

CARL  FOURTNER —  Rosebud  county;  burglary;  sentenced  in  Novem- 
ber, 1934,  to  six  months  in  county  jail.  Feeling  that  the  boy  had  been 
(sufficiently  punished  and  desiring  to  give  him  opportunity  to  resume  his 
studies  in  high  school,  the  sentence  was  on  December  29,  1934,  commuted 
to  sixty  days. 

Fines  Remitted 

ED.  DUSSEAU — Silver  Bow  county;  unlawful  possession  of  morphine; 
sentenced  August  27,  1932,  to  one  year  in  the  State  Prison  and  fined  $500.00. 
He  would  have  served  his  year  July  26,  1933,  and  upon  recommendation  of 
a  Deputy  County  Attorney  the  fine  was  remitted  on  July  7,  1933. 

FAY  MORGAN — Silver  Bow  county;  unlawfully  possessing  opium;  sen- 
tenced in  December,  1930,  to  one  year  in  State  Prison.  She  had  been 
paroled  and  commenced  serving  out  her  fine,  having  no  funds  with  which 
to  pay  it.   On  July  7,  1933,  the  unserved  portion  of  the  fine  was  remitted. 

HENRY  TIM — Silver  Bow  county;  illegal  possession  of  opium;  sen- 
tenced in  December,  1930,  to  three  years  in  State  Prison  and  fined  $1500.00.

SENATE  RESOLUTION  NO.  2 
Introduced  by  Melton  and  Oliver 

WHEREAS,  The  Twenty-third  Legislative  Assembly  passed,  "An  Act 
to  limit,  regulate  and  license  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  any  and  all 
liquors  or  beverages  that  may  hereafter  be  manufactured,  sold  or  dispensed 
in  the  State  of  Montana"  by  which  the  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board, 
comprising  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  Ex-officio  was  created  and  au- 
thorized to  install  and  operate  liquor  stores  within  the  State  of  Montana; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  this  Act  the  said  Montana  Liquor  Control 
Board,  has  set  up  in  the  State  of  Montana  the  business  of  wholesaling  and 
retailing  liquors  as  contemplated  in  said  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  law  was  passed  in  a  hasty  and  inconsiderate  manner 
in  the  last  hours  of  the  Twenty-third  Legislative  Assembly  bringing  about 
many  conflicting  and  uncertain  features  in  the  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Act  in  attempting  to  set  up  the  regulations  of  a 
great  business  handling  the  wholesaling  and  retailing  of  liquor,  entered 
upon  a  wholly  new  and  untried  field  in  state  governmental  affairs  and  of 
necessity  the  State  Liquor  Board  has  been  compelled  to  interpret  the  law, 
set  up  its  own  plans  and  to  conduct  the  business  of  dispensing  liquor 
under  the  most  uncertain,  and  hazardous  conditions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board  has  opened  and  are 
now  operating  in  the  several  counties  of  the  state,  state  liquor  stores  to 
the  number  of  approximately  one  hundred  fifteen  (115);  and,  conducting 
a  state  businesss  which  approximates  three  million  dollars  of  annual  gross 
sales  and  should  show  a  large  income  to  the  treasury  in  profit  therefrom; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  pending  and  being  proposed  certain  Acts  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  intended  to  amend  said  Act  in  order  to  clarify  its 
provisions,  and  it  becomes  and  is  necessary  and  pertinent  that  the  Senate 
be  fully  advised  as  to  the  intent  of  the  law,  and  the  past  and  present 
operation  of  said  Act  and  of  the  state  liquor  stores  operated  and  main- 
tained in  pursuance  thereof,  in  order  that  if  said  Act  be  amended,  it  may  be 
so  done  to  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  Montana;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  order  that  the  Senate  may  be  fully  and  reliably  in- 
formed of  all  facts  in  relation  to  the  operation  of  the  state  liquor  stores, 
including  the  manner  and  character  of  purchasing  liquors,  the  price  paid 
therefor,  the  number  of  salaries  of  employees  connected  therewith,  the 
actual  inventory  of  the  supply  of  liquor  now  on  hand  with  the  value  thereof 
and  all  other  facts  connected  therewith  which  may  be  in  aid  of  legislation; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  admissable  that  the  Senate  appoint  a  committee  to 
make  such  investigation  into  the  operation  of  said  liquor  stores  and  ascer- 
tain the  facts  in  relation  thereto  and  make  full  report  to  the  Senate  of  its 
findings,  to  the  end  that  intelligent,  beneficial  and  proper  legislation 
may  be  enacted,  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED  By  the  Senate  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Montana  that  the  President  Pro  Tern  of  the  Senate  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of  seven  Senators 
to  make  such  investigation  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  for  the  ascertain- 
ing of  the  true  facts  relative  to  the  state  liquor  stores,  and  their  operation, 
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and  any  necessary  amendments  to  said  law,  which  will  be  beneficial  and  to 
the  advantage  of  said  liquor  control  and  by  which  the  State  of  Montana 
may  increase  its  net  revenue  derived  therefrom; 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  said  committee  shall  immediately 
organize  and  it  shall  be  given  all  necessary  facilities  of  the  Senate  as  to 
rooms,  equipment,  clerical  and  other  assistants;  said  committee  shall  keep 
a  complete  record  of  its  proceedings  and  investigations  and  render  to  the 
Senate  full  and  comprehensive  reports  of  its  findings  and  recommendations 
at  such  times  as  it  may  deem  proper,  and  shall  not  later  than  the  forty- 
fifth  legislative  day  submit  its  final  report; 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  such  committee  shall  be  author- 
ized to  employ  necessary  aid  in  ascertaining  the  facts  desired  and  shall 
be  authorized  and  empowered  to  subpoena  all  necessary  witnesses,  and  to 
take  such  testimony  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  necessary,  touching  upon 
the  matters  of  the  financial  conditions  and  possible  remedies  relative  to 
the  Liquor  Control  Act  within  the  state;  and  said  committee  is  hereby 
authorized  to  incur  such  expense  as  will  be  necessary  to  properly  make 
such  investigation,  and  to  pay  witnesses  subpoenaed  by  it; 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  said  committee  be  authorized 
and  empowered  to  require  the  attendance  of  any  and  all  witnesses  neces- 
sary to  the  performance  to  its  duty  and  said  committee  is  authorized  and 
empowered  through  its  chairman  to  issue  subpoenas  to  require  the  attend- 
ance of  any  person  or  persons  to  testify,  under  oath,  and  to  produce  for 
examination  by  said  committee  any  books,  papers  and  other  documentary 
evidence  of  any  nature  or  character  under  the  control  of  such  person  or 
persons,  and  said  committee  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  require  the 
sheriff  of  any  county  of  the  State  of  Montana  to  serve  subpoenas  issued 
by  it; 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED.  That  all  items  of  expense  be  returned 
by  said  committee  with  its  report,  and  that  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the 
Senate  be,  and  is  hereby  instructed  and  authorized  to  pay  any  and  all  sums 
necessarily  incurred  by  said  committee  upon  the  presentation  to  him  of 
a  proper  voucher  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  said  committee  and  the 
President  Pro  Tern  of  the  Senate.

Section  1.  That  Section  18  of  Chapter  105  of  the  Session  Laws  of  the 
Twenty-third  Legislative  Assembly,  (1933),  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  18.     (1)    There  shall  be  two  classes  of  permits  under  this 

Act: 

(a)  Individual  permits. 

(b)  Special  permits. 

(2)  Upon  application  in  the  prescribed  form  being  made  to  the  board, 
or  to  any  official  authorized  by  the  board  to  issue  permits,  accompanied 
by  payment  of  the  prescribed  fee,  and  upon  the  board,  or  such  official 
being  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  a  permit  for  the  purchase 
of  liquor  under  this  Act,  the  board  or  such  official  shall  issue  to  the  ap- 
plicant a  permit  of  the  class  applied  for,  as  follows: 

(a)  An  "individual  permit"  in  the  prescribed  form  may  be  granted  to 
an  individual  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  has  resided  in  the 
state,  for  the  period  of  at  least  one  month  immediately  preceding  the  date 
of  his  making  the  application,  and  who  is  not  disqualified  under  this  Act, 
entitling  the  applicant  to  purchase  liquor  for  beverage,  medicinal  or  culi- 
nary purposes,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  permit, 
and  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the  regulation  made  thereunder; 

(b)  An  "individual  permit'  in  the  prescribed  form  may  be  granted 
to  an  individual  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  is  temporarily 
resident  or  sojourning  in  the  state,  and  who  is  not  disqualified  under  this 
Act,  entitling  the  applicant  during  a  period  not  exceeding  one  month  to 
purchase  liquor  for  beverage,  medicinal,  or  culinary  purposes,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  permit,  and  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  and  the  regulation  made  thereunder. 

(c)  A  "special  permit"  in  the  prescribed  form  may  be  granted  to  a 
druggist,  physician,  dentist,  or  veterinary,  or  to  a  person  engaged  within 
the  state  in  mechanical  or  manufacturing  business,  or  in  scientific  pursuits, 
requiring  liquor  for  use  therein,  entitling  the  applicant  to  purchase  liquor 
for  the  purpose  named  in  such  "special  permits,"  and  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  such  "special  permit"  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the  regulations  made  thereunder; 

(d)  A  "special  permit"  in  the  prescribed  form  may  be  granted  to  a 
minister  of  the  Gospel,  entitling  the  applicant  to  purchase  wine  for  sacra- 
mental purposes  only  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  such 
"special  permit";

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  By  the  Senate  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Legislative 
Assembly,  that  the  President  Pro  Tern  appoint  a  committee  of  three  Sen- 
ators to  call  upon  the  heads  of  the  various  state  offices,  boards,  com- 
missions and  State  Examiner,  to  ascertain  what  records  and  materials  now 
stored  in  the  vaults  and  storage  room  can  with  safety  and  without  injury 
or  detriment  to  public  records  of  the  state  be  destroyed; 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  upon  the  completion  of  the  duties 
herein  imposed  upon  the  committee  appointed,  this  committee  report  back 
to  the  Senate  their  recommendations  to  the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted 
to  relieve  the  conditions  as  herein  recited.

(A)  'Extra  fancy  or  first  grade,'  shall  consist  of  apples  of  one  variety 
which  are  mature,  hand  picked,  clean,  well  formed,  sound,  free  from  bruises, 
limbrubs,  spray  burns,  sunburn,  russeting,  drought  spot,  hail  marks,  vis- 
ible water  core,  broken  skin,  apple  scab,  stings,  and  from  diseases  and 
insect  injury,  except  that  slight  blemishes  shall  be  permitted  in  this  grade. 

(B)  'Fancy  or  second  grade'  shall  consist  of  apples  of  one  variety 
which  are  mature,  hand  picked,  clean,  fairly  well  formed,  sound,  free  from 
visible  water  core,  broken  skin,  and  from  damage  caused  by  bruises,  limb- 
rub,  spray  burns,  sunburn,  russeting,  drought  spot,  hail  marks,  apple  scabs, 
diseases  and  insect  injury. 

(C)  'C  grade  shall  consist  of  apples  which  are  mature,  free  from 
infection,  soft  bruises  and  broken  skin  and  must  have  ten  per  centum 
(10%)  of  color  requirements  characteristic  of  the  variety,  provided  that 
this  grade  may  include  healed  over  worm  stings  and  scab  spots  not  to  ex- 
ceed one-quarter  ( XA )  inch  in  the  aggregate.  The  word  'choice'  must  not  be 
used  in  connection  with  this  grade."

C.  M.  1921,  to  be  used  at  the  election  specified  in  Section  1  of  this  Act 
shall  have  printed  thereon:  "Amendment  to  prohibit  consolidations  of 
counties  except  by  vote  of  the  people  of  each  county  affected,"  followed  by 
all  of  said  Section  2  of  this  Act.  That  there  shall  also  be  printed  on  said 
official  ballots  below  the  said  section,  squares  and  the  words  following: 


Each  elector  shall  designate  his  preference  by  marking  an  X  in  the 
square  before  the  proposition  for  which  he  desires  to  vote." 

Section  4.  The  votes  cast  for  and  against  the  said  amendment  at  the 
said  biennial  regular  general  election  shall  be  canvassed  and  counted  as 
provided  by  the  general  election  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  if  a 
majority  of  all  votes  cast  at  said  election  for  and  against  said  amendment 
shall  be  in  favor  of  the  amendment  the  Governor  of  the  state  shall  im- 
mediately so  declare  by  public  proclamation,  and  said  amendment  shall  be 
in  full  force  and  effect  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution  from  and  after  the 
date  of  said  election. 

Section  5.  All  Acts  and  part  sof  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  6.  This  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  approval.

Your  Memorialist,  the  Senate  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Legislative  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  Montana,  respectfully  represent  that; 

Whereas,  it  has  come  to  our  knowledge  that  it  is  proposed  to  lower 
the  existing  duty  on  manganese  on  the  terms  of  the  reciprocal  tariff  agree- 
ment with  Brazil,  and 

Whereas,  the  manganese  industry  in  several  counties  in  the  State  of 
Montana  is  developing  rapidly  and  is  of  great  importance  to  the  state,  and 

Whereas,  such  proposed  reduction  of  the  tariff  on  manganese  would 
greatly  handicap,  if  not  completely  destroy,  the  development  of  said  indus- 
try in  Montana;

SENATE  RESOLUTION  NO.  5 

Introduced  by  Holt  and  Thien:  A  Resolution  authorizing  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Senate  committee  to  investigate  and  report  upon  certain  mat- 
ters of  legislative  policy. 

Whereas,  the  Twenty-fourth  Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana  has 
now  been  in  session  for  approximately  one-half  of  the  period  to  which  it 
is  limited  under  the  Constitution,  and 

Whereas,  notwithstanding  many  measures  of  importance  have  been 
introduced  and  are  before  the  Assembly  for  consideration,  no  comprehen- 
sive legislative  program  has  as  yet  been  adopted  looking  to  the  solution  of 
fundamental  problems  of  finance,  education,  relief,  unemployment,  water 
conservation,  and  state  planning,  and 

Whereas,  there  would  seem  to  be  urgent  necessity  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  from  this  body  to  formulate  a  legislative  program  dealing 
with  the  matters  hereinbefore  recited  to  the  end  that  the  necessary  laws 
may  be  enacted  in  relation  to  these  major  problems  which  have  to  do  with 
the  administration  of  the  State  government  and  the  relief  of  many  of  our 
citizens  in  the  present  period  of  economic  adversity. 

Now  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  that  this  Senate  authorize  a  commit- 
tee of  ten  of  which  the  President  Pro-Tern  of  the  Senate  shall  be  ex-officio 
a  member,  and  nine  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  Pro-Tern  to 
be  known  as  the  "Legislative  Planning  Committee"  to  carry  out  the  pur- 
poses above  designated,  to  investigate  the  problems  aforesaid  and  to 
recommend  to  the  Senate  a  legislative  program  dealing  with  the  same. 
Without  intent  to  limit  or  restrict  the  activities  of  said  committee  in  rela- 
tion to  subjects  within  its  jurisdiction,  said  committee  shall  in  particular  as- 
certain and  report  upon  the  following  matters: 

I.  The  amount  of  money  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  State 
Government  for  the  coming  biennium,  including: 

(a)  The  operating  expenses  of  the  several  offices  and  departments 
of  the  state; 

(b)  The  operation  of  state  institutions; 

(c)  Deficiencies; 

(d)  Warrant  indebtedness; 

(e)  Water  conservation; 

(f )  Other  costs  of  government  for  which  the  Legislature  should  make 
provisions. 
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2.  The  most  feasible  method  by  which  money  may  be  made  avail- 
able to  meet  the  amounts  necessary  to  be  appropriated  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  the  above  needs: 

3.  To  make  such  recommendations  as  the  committee  may  deem  wise 
in  relation  to  the  other  subjects  of  relief,  unemployment,  water  conserva- 
tion, an  education,  submitted  to  it  for  consideration. 

4.  To  make  an  invoice  of  all  bills,  notices  of  bills  and  suggested 
legislation  and  attempt  as  far  as  possible  to  crystalize  all  these  proposals 
into  a  definite  constructive  program. 

5.  And  further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  set  up  a 
plan  and  submit  it  to  this  Assembly  by  which  future  Legislatures  may 
have  a  program  of  legislation  outlined  previous  to  their  meetings.

WHEREAS,  Statistics  show  that  a  large  number  of  the  felonies  com- 
mitted not  only  in  Montana  but  in  the  United  States  are  being  committed 
by  minors  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  that  the  criminal  age 
has  been  reduced  from  twenty-five  to  the  age  of  eighteen,  and 

WHEREAS.  It  appears  that  in  each  of  the  counties  of  Montana,  and 
particularly  in  the  more  populated  counties,  boys  from  the  age  of  eighteen 
to  twenty-one  are  becoming  a  problem  in  that  many  of  them,  on  account 
of  lack  of  home  training  and  the  serious  economic  conditions,  are  unable  to 
find  gainful  employment,  are  associating  with  undesirable  persons  in  their 
quest  for  activity  and  amusement,  and  that  as  a  result  they  have  lowered 
their  ideals  to  such  an  extent  that  many  of  them  have  committed  felonies, 
and  if  charged  and  convicted  with  the  crime  committed  have  been  or  will 
be  placed  in  the  penitentiary  to  mingle  and  loaf  with  hardened  criminals, 
to  thereafter  in  a  large  majority  of  cases,  be  branded  and  lead  a  life  of  a 
criminal,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  constantly  increasing  number  of  minors  and  young 
persons  who  are  committing  serious  crimes  need  the  attention  of  this  As- 
sembly in  an  endeavor  to  arrange  for  the  establishment  of  an  institution 
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to  be  known  as  a  Junior  Penitentiary  in  which  place  first  offenders  may 
be  given  proper  training,  education  and  work  in  an  endeavor  to  build  them 
up  as  future  worthwhile  citizens; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
Montana  hereby  authorizes  and  empowers  the  President  of  the  Senate  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  of  its  members  to  immediately  investigate  to 
see  whether  or  not  such  an  institution  could  be  established  in  the  State  of 
Montana  at  this  time,  and  a  bill  introduced  to  carry  out  such  purpose,  the 
said  committee  to  report  back  to  the  Senate  within  five  days,  its  findings 
and  recommendations.

No  license  money 
paid  under  this  Act  shall  be  refunded,  whether  the  licensee  has  voluntarily 
ceased  operation  of  the  game  of  chance  for  which  any  such  license  was 
issued,  or  whether  such  license  has  been  revoked  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  or  for  any  other  reason."

Body  that  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  having  had  under  consideration 
H.  B.  No.  79,  did  recommend  the  following: 

That  H.  B.  No.  79  be  amended  as  follows:  All  amendments  referring 
to  the  mimeographed  bill  unless  otherwise  specified:  Amend  Section  3 
by  striking  out  in  line  3  thereof  the  words  and  figures  "Fifty  Dollars 
($50.00)"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)" 
and  by  further  inserting  in  Section  3,  line  5,  after  the  word  "maintained" 
the  following  words:  "If  the  premises  for  which  said  Class  A  License  is  to 
be  used  are  located  outside  the  limits  of  any  city  or  incorporated  town  the 
applicant  shall,  in  addition  to  said  state  license,  pay  to  the  County  Treas- 
urer of  such  county  wherein  said  premises  are  located  the  sum  of  Fifty 
Dollars  ($50.00)  for  a  Class  A  License  for  each  and  every  game  to  be  by 
him  conducted,  operated  or  maintained  and  said  money  shall  be  distributed 
to  the  general  fund  of  said  county." 

Amend  Section  4,  line  1  by  striking  out  after  the  word  "lotteries"  all 
of  lines  1  and  2  to  the  word  "purpose"  and  add  after  the  period  in  line  3  the 
following:  "Slot  machines  played  for  money  or  tokens  redeemable  in 
money,  shall  pay  a  license  fee  of  $25.00  per  machine  per  month.  Punch 
boards  shall  pay  a  license  fee  of  lc  per  100  holes  up  to  500  holes  and  5c 
per  100  holes  from  there  on." 

Amend  by  adding  a  new  section  known  as  Section  5,  to  read  as  fol- 
lows, and  renumbering  all  subsequent  sections  accordingly:  "Before  any 
license  shall  be  issued  by  the  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in 
any  county  of  the  State  of  Montana,  an  election  must  be  held  in  such 
county  as  hereinafter  provided  in  this  section  and  in  Sections  22,  23,  24, 
25  and  27.  Such  elections  shall  not  be  held  until  a  duly  verified  petition, 
requesting  the  same,  signed  by  ten  per  centum  (10%)  of  the  voters  who 
are  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  in  any 
such  county  of  the  state,  has  been  presented  to  the  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners of  such  county.  Thereupon  such  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners must  order  an  election  to  be  held  at  the  place  of  holding  elections 
for  county  officers  in  such  county,  such  election  to  take  place  within  forty 
(40)  days  after  the  reception  of  such  petition  to  determine  whether  or 
not  licensed  gambling  shall  be  permitted  within  the  limits  of  said  county, 
as  provided  in  this  Act.  No  election  under  this  section  may  be  held  in 
any  month  in  which  the  general  elections  are  held.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  such  county  to  determine  the 
sufficiency  of  the  petition  presented  from  an  examination  of  the  roll  of 
qualified  electors  within  such  county.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in 
such  election  are  against  the  licensing  of  gambling  in  such  county,  no 
license  to  conduct  a  game  or  games  of  chance  in  such  county  shall  be 
issued  to  any  person  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  and  the  State  Treasurer  shall  not  distribute  to  such 
county  any  funds  from  the  special  revenue  and  old  age  pension  fund  es- 
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tablished  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  but  shall  divide  the  share  of 
such  county  equally  among  the  remaining  counties  permitting  the  licensing 
of  gambling  as  herein  provided.  If,  however,  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
in  such  election  are  for  the  licensing  of  gambling  in  such  county  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization  may  issue  licenses  for  use  in  such  county  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  the  State  Treasurer  shall  distribute  to  such 
county  its  pro  rata  share  of  the  special  revenue  and  old  age  pension  fund 
as  herein  provided." 

Amend  Section  2,  page  2,  line  3,  after  the  word  "value";  the  words 
"and  where  a  rake-off  is  taken  in  any  game'';  and,  that  the  committee 
rise  and  report  and  recommend  that  H.  B.  No.  79,  together  with  all  amend- 
ments adopted  today  and  all  proposed  amendments,  be  referred  to  a  Select 
Committee  of  five  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker;  said  committee  to  re- 
port at  Thursday  noon.

This  condition  has  existed  for  many  years  and  is  the  cause  of  wide- 
spread criticism  of  public  officials  and  institutional  head  by  the  taxpayers 
at  large,  and  works  injury  to  the  credit  of  the  state. 

At  the  same  time  it  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  standing 
administrative  officers  of  the  state  and  the  executive  heads  of  penal  and 
custodial  institutions,  must  be  clothed  with  sufficient  discretion  to  meet 
unusual  conditions  and  emergencies  in  order  to  avoid  injury  to  such  insti- 
tutions, boards  and  officers. 

Recognizing  this  condition  and  attempting  to  meet  the  same  by  limit- 
ing deficiency  appropriations  as  far  as  reasonably  possible,  and  consistent 
with  healthy  and  responsible  administration,  your  Select  Committee  has 
drafted  and  herewith  presents  a  measure,  which  we  offer  for  your  con- 
sideration.

Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Junior  Penitentiary 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  ad- 
visability and  need  of  establishing  a  junior  penitentiary,  beg  to  report  as 
follows:  Your  committee  visited  the  penitentiary  at  Deer  Lodge  Tuesday, 
the  12th  day  of  February,  1935,  and  at  that  time  interviewed  the  warden 
of  the  penitentiary,  Mr.  Austin  B.  Middleton,  and  after  discussing  the 
feasibility  and  advisability  of  establishing  a  junior  penitentiary  with  him 
and  with  the  former  warden  of  the  penitentiary,  Mr.  Frank  Conley,  we 
believe  the  following  facts  to  be  of  interest  to  the  Senate: 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  possible  way  of  segregating  the  first 
offenders  and  so-called  junior  law  violators  from  the  habitual  criminal 
because  of  the  overcrowded  conditions  and  the  lack  of  physical  facilities 
at  the  penitentiary. 

We  find  that  approximately  53%  of  the  population  of  the  penitentiary 
is  composed  of  first  offenders  and  that  the  average  age  of  these  inmates 
is  approximately  twenty-four  years.  We  further  find  and  beg  leave  to 
report  to  the  Senate  that  fully  two-thirds  of  the  so-called  first  offenders 
are  not  employed  in  any  gainful  occupation  due  to  the  lack  of  facilities, 
even  though  a  large  percentage  of  the  prisoners  have  requested  to  be 
placed  at  some  work  during  their  term  of  service.  As  a  result  of  this 
forced  idleness  we  find  that  the  effects  upon  the  morals  and  physical  con- 
dition of  the  younger  prisoners  are  bad  and  become  worse  the  lojnger  they 
are  confined  there. 

Your  committee  further  finds  that  as  a  result  of  these  conditions  the 
courts  of  the  state  are  reluctant  to  sentence  a  young  man  and  first  of- 
fender to  the  penitentiary  where  he  is  forced  to  mingle  with  hardened 
criminals  thereby  becoming  contaminated  and  further  corrupted  before 
the  end  of  his  term.  This  committee  wishes  it  distinctly  understood  that 
nothing  in  this  report  shall  be  construed  as  a  criticism  of  the  present  war- 
den of  the  prison  or  of  his  management  of  the  institution.  Your  com- 
mittee unanimously  agreed  that  under  the  existing  circumstances  and 
conditions  the  present  warden  of  the  penitentiary  was  operating  and  man- 
aging that  institution  in  a  most  efficient,  humane,  and  economic  manner 
and  we  wish  to  commend  him  for  his  good  work  in  that  respect.  The 
criticisms  and  recommendations  which  we  are  able  to  make  here  were 
arrived  at  by  your  committee  after  consulting  with  Mr.  Middleton  and 
with  former  warden,  Frank  Conley,  whose  advice  and  recommendations 
were  deemed  advisable  to  receive. 

We  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  the  Honorable  Senate  of  the  State  of 
Montana  as  follows:  That  the  Legislature  provide  for  an  appropriation 
of  $150,000.00  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  a  farm  and  that  there  be 
built  on  this  farm  a  dormitory  to  be  surrounded  by  a  guard  wall.  That 
first  offenders  shall  be  confined  and  segregated  at  said  junior  penitentiary 
farm.  We  further  recommend,  however,  that  it  be  left  to  the  discretion 
and  the  judgment  of  the  warden  of  the  penitentiary  as  to  when  any  of 
the  said  first  offenders  may  be  removed  to  the  penitentiary  proper;  and 
further  that  the  said  warden  be  given  the  discretion  of  removing  any 
prisoner  other  than  a  first  offender  from  the  penitentiary  proper  to  the 
junior  penitentiary  farm. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  inmates  of  said  junior  penitentiary 
farm  be  provided  with  as  much  employment  as  possible  to  the  end  that  as 
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many  inmates  as  possible  may  be  given  the  opportunity  of  performing 
some  useful  occupation  for  the  benefit  of  their  physical,  mental  and  moral 
health.

materially  increase  the  output  of  gold  so  essential  for  early  national  re-

Whereas,  this  gold  is  largely  recovered  in  small  lots  and  it  is  practi- 
cally impossible  for  the  miners  to  sell  the  same,  except  at  a  very  large 
discount,  a  very  unfair  discrimination  exists  against  the  producer,  and 

Whereas,  the  United  States  government  assay  office  heretofore  locat- 
ed and  operated  at  Helena,  Montana,  was  conveniently  located  and  well 
adapted  to  serve  the  needs  of  a  large  surrounding  gold  mining  area,  and 
the  same  may  be  operated  at  a  nominal  expense,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Senate  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  of  Montana  of  1935,  in  session  duly  assembled,  that  the 
said  Government  Assay  Office  at  Helena,  Montana  should  be  re-established 
and  operated  as  in  the  past; 
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Now  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  Twenty-fourth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana  of  1935,  that  we  respectfully  urge  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  pass  the  necessary  legislation  to  provide 
for  the  immediate  reopening  and  operating  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment Assay  Office  at  Helena,  Montana.

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR 

The  following  communication  from  the  Governor  was  received  and 
read: 

February  20,  1935. 

The  President  of  the  Senate, 

Senate  Chamber, 

Helena. 

Without  my  approval  and  with  my  objections  thereto  I  am  returning 
herewith  Senate  Bill  No.  1,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  clarify  existing  laws  and 
declare  the  policy  of  the  state  respecting  the  eligibility  for  appointment  of 
members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  state  offices  or  as  employees  of 
the  state  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have  been  elected." 

This  measure  endeavors  to  interpret  Section  7  of  Article  V  of  the 
Constitution  of  this  state,  which  says: 

"No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  term  for  which  he 
shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under  the  state  .  .  ." 

Senate  Bill  No.  1  provides  that  no  Senator  or  Representative  shall  be 
eligible  to  any  employment  under  the  state  where  the  combined  pay  of  his 
office  as  Senator  or  Representative  and  that  of  his  non-legislative  posi- 
tion aggregates  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  a  year;  which,  of  course, 
means  that  he  is  virtually  disqualified  for  service  in  any  capacity  for 
the  state. 

As  far  back  as  1927  this  question  of  the  employment  of  a  member 
of  the  Assembly  was  brought  squarely  before  our  Supreme  Court  (State 
ex  rel.  Barney  vs.  Hawkins  et  al),  in  a  case  wherein  a  member  of  the 
Assembly  had  been  appointed  to  a  position  under  the  State  Board  of  Rail- 
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road  Commissioners.  In  an  exhaustive  opinion  that  tribunal  declared 
unanimously  that  the  position  to  which  the  member  had  been  named  was 
not  a  civil  office  and  therefore  did  not  come  within  the  inhibition  set  up 
by  Section  7  of  Article  V. 

It  is  probably  agreed  that  the  unrestricted  appointment  of  members 
of  the  House  or  the  Senate  might  lead  to  abuses  that  would  be  subversive 
of  the  public  good,  but  it  does  not  seem  possible  that  any  appointing 
power  under  the  state  would  carry  the  practice  to  such  an  extent. 

On  the  other  hand  it  seems  to  me  that  to  shut  out  from  consideration 
for  appointment  to  a  minor  position  any  man  or  woman  merely  because 
he  or  she  happened  to  be  a  member  of  the  Assembly  would  be  unjust  and 
might  operate  to  prevent  him  or  her  from  earning  the  necessaries  of  life. 
Such  a  condition  strikes  me  as  peculiarly  inappropriate  at  a  time  like 
this,  when  there  is  widespread  unemployment  and  destitution  in  state  and 
nation.  It  does  not  seem  fair  to  penalize  a  member  of  the  Assembly  be- 
cause of  his  or  her  constituents'  preference  at  the  polls. 

Believing  it  to  be  the  saner  and  more  humane  view,  I  prefer  to  accept 
the  interpretation  of  Section  7  of  Article  V  by  the  highest  court  of  the 
state,  and  feeling  thus,  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  approval  from 
Senate  Bill  No.  1.

Whereas,  the  reservation  to  the  present  owners  of  said  land  of  the 
oil,  gas  and  other  mineral  rights  therein  would  in  no  way  militate  against 
the  purpose  and  objective  of  said  government  program,  but  would  in  many 
instances,  enable  the  present  owners  of  such  lands  to  derive  some  revenue 
therefrom; 
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Now  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  Twenty-fourth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana,  that  we  hereby  request  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  to  make  provision  by  proper  enactment  or  suitable  di- 
rection to  the  appropriate  Federal  agency,  that  in  all  lands  purchased  in 
the  western  states  under  the  government  program  for  the  purchase  of  sub- 
marginal  lands,  all  oil,  gas  and  other  mineral  rights  in  any  land  so  pur- 
chased by  the  government  of  the  United  States  be  reserved  to  the  vendor 
and  to  his  or  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  or  assigns  forever.

The  subject  of  apportionment,  and  repre- 
sentation, so  far  as  the  Constitution  is  concerned,  is  covered  under  Article 
VI,  Sections  2  and  3  of  that  Article,  providing  as  follows: 

"Section  2.  The  Legislative  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  an 
enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  state  in  the  year  1895,  and  every 
tenth  year  thereafter;  and  at  the  session  next  following  such  enumeration, 
and  also  at  the  session  next  following  an  enumeration  made  by  the  author- 
ity of  the  United  States,  shall  revise  and  adjust  the  apportionment  for 
representatives  on  the  basis  of  such  enumeration  according  to  ratio  to  be 
fixed  by  law. 

Section  3.  Representative  districts  may  be  altered  from  time  to  time 
as  public  convenience  may  require.  When  a  representative  district  shall  be 
composed  of  two  or  more  counties,  they  shall  be  contiguous,  and  the  dis- 
tricts as  compact  as  may  be.  No  county  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of 
representative  districts." 

It  is  plain  from  Section  2  that  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  every  tenth  year  after  the  year 
1895,  and  that  machinery  for  such  enumeration  should  be  set  up  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  during  the  year  1935,  and  that  at  the  Session  next 
following  such  enumeration,  the  Legislative  Assembly  should  revise  and 
adjust  the  apportionment  and  representation,  which  would  be  in  the  year 
1937. 

According  to  the  further  provisions  of  said  Section  2,  the  Legislative 
Assembly  shall  revise  and  adjust  the  apportionment  and  representation 
after  the  enumeration  made  by  authority  of  the  United  States,  which  will 
be  made  in  1940,  and  that  the  Legislative  Assembly  should  revise  and  ad- 
just the  apportionment  for  representatives  during  the  year  1941.  In  other 
words,  it  is  plain  that  the  framers  of  the  Constitution  intended  that  this 
very  vital  matter  of  apportionment  and  representation  should  be  decided 
in  each  ten  year  period;  once  following  the  federal  census  and  once  fol- 
lowing the  state  census  which  the  Constitution  makers  ordered  to  be  taken. 
It  is  further  clear,  so  far  as  our  information  goes,  that  the  state  has  never 
attempted  to  make  any  enumeration. 

Under  these  circumstances,  we  are  of  the  view  that,  at  this  stage  of 
our  legislative  proceedings,  there  is  very  little  prospect  of  dealing  with  the 
subject  at  all,  because  the  expense  of  the  state  census  renders  that  pro- 
cedure prohibitive  at  this  time.  Consequently,  the  only  course  to  be  taken 
would  seem  to  be  to  await  the  Federal  census  of  1940,  and  in  1941  directly 
attack  the  problem  and  make  the  apportionment  accordingly.

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SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS 

At  12:00  o'clock  noon  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee,  appointed 
under  and  by  virtue  of  Senate  Resolution  No.  2  to  make  an  investigation 
concerning  the  operation  of  the  Liquor  Control  Act,  was  again  brought 
before  the  Senate;  which  report  was  on  motion  made  a  Special  Order  of 
Business  for  this  time.  The  report  submitted  by  the  committee  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  INVESTIGATING  COMMITTTEE  OF  THE 
SENATE  APPOINTED  BY  THE  PRESIDENT  PRO  TEM,  UNDER 
AND  BY  VIRTUE  OF  SENATE  RESOLUTION  NO.  2. 

We,  your  Committee  appointed  under  and  virtue  of  Senate  Resolu- 
tion No.  2,  a  resolution  providing  for  the  investigation  into  the  operation 
of  the  Montana  Liquor  Law,  as  set  out  in  Chapter  105  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  the  Twenty-third  Legislative  Assembly  as  amended  by  the  1933-34  Ex- 
traordinary Session, 

We,  your  Committee  as  appointed  by  the  President  Pro  Tern  of  the 
Senate  consisting  of  Senators  Ekegren,  Shannon,  Melton,  Hollenback,  Kal- 
berg,  Meyer,  and  Oliver,  met  and  organized  immediately  after  the  pass- 
age of  the  resolution  and  elected  Oliver  as  chairman  and  Melton,  vice- 
Chairman  of  the  committee.  A  stenographer  was  selected  to  record  the 
minutes  of  the  actions  of  the  committee  and  to  make  a  record  of  all  testi- 
mony of  the  several  witnesses  called  to  testify  before  the  committee. 

Numerous  records  and  transcripts  were  requested  of,  and  all  of  which 
were  very  courteously  furnished  by  the  Liquor  Control  Board  and  the  Of- 
ficers and  employees  thereof. 

All  persons  subpoenaed  to  appear  before  the  Committee  to  testify  ap- 
peared, and  several  persons  who  were  not  subpoenaed  appeared  before  the 
committee  and  testified,  all  of  whom  were  duly  sworn. 

The  committee  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  assistance 
given  this  committee  by  the  Liquor  Control  Board,  employees  and  agents 
of  said  board,  in  assisting  to  make  this  investigation. 

In  preparing  this  report  certain  subjects  covered  herein  have  been 
assigned  to  the  several  members  of  the  committee  and  these  subjects  cover- 
ed by  the  individual  members  of  the  committee  have  all  been  attached  and 
constitute  this  completed  report. 

The  following  constitutes  the  principal  subjects  covered  herein. 
MINUTES  OF  THE  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 

It  is  a  well  established  rule  and  precedent  that  the  minutes  of  a  board 
which  has  had  conferred  upon  the  power  to  act  for  a  parent  body,  should 
be  a  complete  and  detailed  record  of  the  acts  and  perforances  of  the  board 
and  should  be  so  of  record  to  plainly  and  fully  set  forth  the  acts  and  per- 
formances of  the  board,  that  the  parent  body  can  by  a  reading  of  such 
minutes  ascertain  the  entire  acts  and  performances  of  the  board  in  order 
that  it  may  be  fully  informed  as  to  how  the  duties  laid  upon  the  board  have 
been  carried  out. 

Applying  this  rule  we  find  that  the  Liquor  Control  Board  has  had 
forty-one  (41)  meetings,  covering  the  period  from  December  7th,  1933,  to 
December  1st,  1934,  at  which  time  the  various  questions  confronting  the 
board  in  carrying  on  the  trust  committed  to  them  by  the  parent  body,  has 
been  discussed. 
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In  order  that  the  board  may  have  the  view  of  this  committee  regard- 
ing the  completeness  of  a  minute  record,  we  desire  to  offer  the  following 
constructive  criticism.  On  January  26,  1935,  there  were  one  hundred  twenty 
(120)  liquor  vendors  employed  by  the  board,  yet  approximately  the  board, 
as  shown  by  the  minute  record,  had  approved  about  ninety  (90)  such 
agencies. 

The  records  show  that  many  motions  during  the  various  meetings  held, 
were  made  but  no  record  has  been  made  as  to  whether  the  motion  was 
carried  or  lost. 

The  records  do  not  show  that  these  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

Your  committee  strongly  advises  that  the  secretary  of  the  board  be 
more  careful  in  preparing  the  minute  record  to  the  end  that  a  full,  com- 
plete and  accurate  record  of  all  actions  of  the  board  be  set  forth  therein 
and  that  the  records  show  that  the  minutes  were  read  to  the  board  and 
approved  by  them  after  having  been  made  of  record  in  the  minute  book  that 
the  board  may  be  more  fully  protected  in  its  actions. 

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

Section  9  of  Part  I  of  the  Montana  Liquor  Law  grants  the  board 
power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  administering  and  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Your  committee  made  request  for  a  copy  of  such  rules  and  was  in- 
formed that  the  board  had  not  formulated  or  adopted  any. 

Sub-section  1  of  Section  9  grants  the  board  power  to  prescribe  the 
duties  of  the  clerks  and  officers  and  regulating  their  conduct. 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  board  should  adopt  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  provided  for  in  the  section  referred  to,  and  cause  them  to  be 
made  of  record  in  the  minute  book,  both  for  the  convenience  of  the  board 
and  for  the  general  information  of  the  State  Examiner  and  the  general 
public  in  view  of  the  magnitude  of  the  business  conducted  by  the  board 
for  the  state  and  a  copy  thereof  furnished  to  each  agency  of  the  board. 

POWERS  CONFERRED  ON  THE  SECRETARY 

Section  4  of  the  Liquor  Control  Act  grants  the  board  the  power  to 
administer,  control,  manage  and  supervise  the  entire  business  of  the  pur- 
chasing and  resale  of  liquor  in  the  State  of  Montana. 

Section  5  of  the  Act  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  secretary. 

It  appears  from  our  examination  of  the  records  that  the  secretary 
has  had  conferred  upon  him  quite  wide  powers  in  making  liquor  purchases. 
Your  committee  believes  that  the  board  should  act  with  care  and  precau- 
tion in  conferring  its  powers  upon  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  board 
to  the  end  that  should  any  grave  mistake  be  made  by  persons  on  whom 
excessive  power  has  been  conferred  the  board  under  the  Act  must  bear  the 
burden  of  criticism. 

ACCOUNTING  SYSTEM 

This  committee  after  having  examined  the  accounting  system,  desire 
to  commend  the  board  in  having  installed  in  the  office  a  very  clean,  com- 
prehensive and  up-to-date  accounting  system,  and  further  it  appears  to 
this  committee  that  those  employed  to  do  the  clerical  work  in  the  account- 
ing system,  as  well  as  the  other  clerical  work  in  the  office,  do  their  work 
efficiently.  We  desire  especially  to  give  credit  to  your  chief  accountant, 
Mr.  Martin  G.  Hoffman,  for  the  thorough  way  in  which  he  manages  the 
audit  department. 
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The  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  provides  that  all  persons 
handling  public  moneys  shall  have  their  accounts  examined  by  the  State 
Examiner.  We,  your  committee,  recommend  that  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  be  followed  out  and  that  all  examinations  to  be  made  con- 
cerning- operations  of  the  Liquor  Control  Act  shall  be  made  by  the  State 
Examiner  and  that  any  other  examinations  or  audits  now  being  made  by 
persons  or  companies  shall  be  dispensed  with. 

VENDORS 

Your  committee  further  finds  that  while  Section  11,  Part  2,  of  the 
Liquor  Law  provides  that  sale  of  liquor  in  the  State  Liquor  Stores  shall  be 
conducted  by  "Vendors"  who  shall  under  this  board  be  responsible  for  the 
carrying  out  of  this  Act,  there  are  no  provisions  in  the  law  for  bonding 
these  "Vendors"  although  many  of  them  conduct  business  for  the  state 
aggregating  from  $25,000  to  $200,000  per  annum. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board,  at  one  of 
its  meetings,  decided  that  each  vendor  should  be  bonded  in  the  amount  of 
$1,000,  your  committee  finds  that  up  to  the  time  of  this  investigation, 
only  three  vendors  had  been  bonded  at  all  and  then  only  in  the  sum  of 
$500  each.  This  places  unnecessary  financial  responsibility  upon  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Liquor  Control  Board  and  its  secretary.  Your  committee  rec- 
omends  that  the  law  be  so  amended  that  each  vendor  be  bonded  and  that 
the  amount  of  the  bond  shall  bear  some  relation  to  the  financial  respon- 
sibility carried  by  each  vendor. 

Your  committee  further  finds  that  under  the  sub-head  "Prohibitions," 
the  law  is  not  specific  enough  as  to  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  ven- 
dors nor  does  it  provide  definitely  for  punishment  where  vendors  neglect  or 
refuse  to  follow  the  provisions  of  statute  or  the  regulations  established  by 
the  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board. 

Another  feature  of  the  administration  of  this  law  and  which  we  believe 
is  a  misinterpretation  of  the  intention  of  the  law  makers  who  enacted  this 
law,  is  the  incentive  to  increase  sales  to  the  utmost  by  vendors,  since  the 
scheme  of  Wage  graduation  is  based  on  the  amount  of  sales  at  each  store,  as 
we  undersaand  it.  For  instance,  if  a  vendor  sells  $10,000  worth  of  liquor 
he  receives  a  certain  salary.  If  he  can  increase  his  sales  to  $20,000  his 
salary  will  be  automatically  increased  proportionately.  Correspondence  of 
the  Liquor  Board  shows  that  in  some  instances  vendors  are  paid  a  com- 
paratively low  salary  and  then  allowed  a  ten  per  cent  commission  on  all 
sales  above  a  certain  amount.  Also,  that  in  several  instances  raises  in 
salaries  have  been  retroactive  for  as  much  as  two  months. 

Your  committee  believes  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  Legislature 
when  they  enacted  this  law,  that  the  state  was  only  to  sell  liquor  to  those 
who  demanded  it  and  that  there  should  be  no  soliciting.  The  State  does 
not  w.sh  to  increase  drunkenness  among  its  citizens.  This  policy  we 
believe  should  be  changed. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee  salaries  to  vendors  and  employees 
are,  with  few  exceptions,  twenty  per  cent  too  high,  and  that  these  exces- 
sive salaries  have  cut  deeply  into  the  net  profits  of  the  business.  In  certain 
instances  salaries  appear,  for  some  reason,  to  be  unequal  for  the  same 
class  and  amount  of  york. 

In  view  of  the  emergency  that  continues  to  exist  and  the  needs  of 
funds  to  take  care  of  the  needy  in  our  state,  your  committee  recommends 
that  the  provision  in  Section  97  of  the  Liquor  Law,  governing  distribution 
of  net  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  liquor,  and  in  which  it  provides  that  fifty 
per  cent  of  this  profit  go  to  the  emergency  relief  fund  up  to  February  1, 
1935,  be  so  amended  that  this  arrangement  for  distribution  of  profits  be 
extended  up  to  February  1,  1937. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  following  exhibits:    12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17, 
and  18,  which  exhibits  are  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 
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LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

Section  701  of  the  United  States  Revenue  Act  of  1926  provides  as 
follows: 

1.  Sec.  701.  On  and  after  July  1,  1926,  there  shall  be  levied,  collected, 
and  paid  annually,  in  lieu  of  the  tax  imposed  by  Section  701  of  the  Revenue 
Act  of  1924,  a  special  excise  tax  of  $1,000.00,  in  the  case  of  every  person 
carrying  on  the  business  of  a  brewer,  distiller,  wholsale  liquor  dealer,  re- 
tail liquor  dealer,  wholesale  dealer  in  malt  liquor,  retail  dealer  in  malt 
liquor;  or  manufacturer  of  stills,  as  defined  in  Section  3244  as  amended 
and  Section  3247  of  the  Revised  Statutes  in  any  state,  territory,  or  district 
of  the  United  States  contrary  to  the  laws  of  such  state,  territory,  or  dis- 
trict, or  in  any  place  therein  which  carrying  on  such  business  is  prohibited 
by  local  or  municipal  law.  The  payment  of  the  tax  imposed  by  this  Sec- 
tion shall  not  be  held  to  exempt  any  person  from  any  penalty  or  punish- 
ment provided  for  by  the  laws  of  any  state,  territory,  or  district  for  carry- 
ing on  such  business  in  such  state,  territory,  or  district,  or  in  any  manner 
to  authorize  the  commencement  or  continuance  of  such  business  contrary  to 
the  laws  of  such  state,  territory,  or  district,  or  in  places  prohibited  by 
local  or  municipal  law. 

Any  person  who  carries  on  any  business  or  occupation  for  which  spe- 
cial tax  is  imposed  by  this  section,  without  having  paid  such  special  tax, 
shall,  besides  being  liable  for  the  payment  of  such  special  tax,  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  $1,000.00  or  to  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  one  year,  or  both. 

This  committee  finds  on  evidence  submitted  to  it  by  Lewis  Penwell, 
Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  for  the  State  of  Montana,  that  the  following 
named  persons,  sixty-seven  in  number,  have  since  the  establishment  of  the 
Montana  Liquor  Control  Board  and  up  to  January  1,  1935,  filed  returns 
with  the  Federal  Government  on  Form  11,  as  retail  liquor  dealers  and 
have  paid  taxes  or  penalties  amounting  to  approximately  $45,000.00  to 
Federal  Government,  under  the  Act  above  quoted.

2.  That  each  and  all  of  said  sixty-seven  offenders  are,  or  have  been, 
engaged  in  the  business  of  illegally  selling  liquor  at  retail  in  the  State  of 
Montana,  contrary  to  Sections  45  and  66  of  Chapter  105,  Session  Laws  of 
1933  and  each  of  them  was  subject,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  103  of 
said  Act  to  a  fine  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00).  Had  each  one  of 
said  offenders  been  prosecuted  by  the  state  and  compelled  to  pay  the  maxi- 
mum fine,  the  state  would  have  received  the  sum  of  $33,500.00. 

3.  That  the  Liquor  Control  Board  had  knowledge  of  the  facts  herein- 
before set  forth  and  had  available  the  reports  of  the  Collector  of  Internal 
Revenue  of  Montana,  giving  the  names  and  addresses  of  numerous  persons 
who  had  illegally  sold  liquor  at  retail  in  Montana.  That  many,  if  not  all 
of  these  persons,  purchased  at  retail  from  the  State  Liquor  Stores,  the 
liquor  which  they  illegally  sold. 

4.  That  under  Section  6  of  the  Montana  Liquor  Law,  it  is  the  func- 
tion, duty,  and  power  of  the  Liquor  Control  Board  to  appoint  inspectors  or 
prosecuting  officers  (Section  90)  to  assist  them  to  control  the  possession, 
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sale,  and  delivery  of  liquor,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law. 
That  the  files  of  the  Liquor  Control  Board  show  that  some  such  inspectors 
employed  by  said  board  have  reported  many  cases  of  violation  of  the  Liquor 
Laws. 

5.  Some  of  these  letters  report  that  certain  persons  have  paid  the 
Federal  tax  or  penalty  imposed  on  retailers  of  liquor.  Some  of  these  letters 
report  that  certain  persons  were  retailing  liquor  which  they  purchased  from 
State  Liquor  Stores. 

6.  Inasmuch  as  the  Liquor  Control  Board  has  had  knowledge  of  in- 
fractions of  the  Liquor  Laws  and  has  failed  to  prosecute  any  of  the  vio- 
lators thereof,  said  Liquor  Control  Board  is  guilty  of  gross  neglect  of  duty. 

7.  Through  evidence  submitted  under  oath  this  committee  obtained  the 
information  that  the  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board  have  deliberately 
ignored  information  regarding  the  breaking  of  the  law  through  the  sale 
of  liquor  by  retailers  by  the  Federal  Government.  Letters  obtained  by 
this  committee  from  their  files  and  reports  submitted  by  their  inspectors 
which  are  a  part  of  this  report  prove  beyond  any  reasonable  doubt  our 
accusations. 

8.  The  Attorney  General  who  is  a  member  of  the  Montana  Liquor 
Control  Board  of  this  state  must,  under  the  authority  vested  in  him  by  the 
constitution  demand  of  County  Attorneys  and  other  peace  officers  of  the 
various  counties  that  they  prosecute  all  offenders  of  any  and  all  laws.  The 
case  published  in  the  newspapers  in  this  state  within  the  last  month  dis- 
closes the  fact  that  in  Missoula,  Montana,  the  city  authorities  arrested 
six  or  seven  owners  of  establishments,  who  were  fined  and  taxed  by  the 
Federal  Government  for  selling  liquor  by  the  drink,  were  arrested  and 
fined  by  the  City  of  Missoula  because  the  members  of  the  Montana  Liquor 
Control  Board  have  refused  or  ignored  the  provisions  of  the  Montana  Liquor 
Law  regarding  the  enforcement  of  this  law. 

Reference  is  hereby  made  to  the  following:  Exhibits  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8, 
and  23,  which  exhibits  are  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

ADVERTISING 

We  believe  that  the  Montana  Liquor  Law  should  be  amended  so  as  to 
allow  newspaper  advertising  in  this  state  advertising  liquor,  and  that  it 
should  not  be  confined  to  the  firms  who  sell  liquor  to  the  Control  Board. 
In  other  words,  we  do  not  believe  that  the  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board 
should  be  placed  in  a  position  where  they  may  use  advertising  to  subsidize 
any  particular  paper  or  to  use  advertising  as  a  medium  to  build  up  propa- 
ganda nor  as  a  medium  to  place  more  profits  in  the  hands  of  any  particular 
set  of  brokers.  When  we  deny  the  right  of  firms  to  advertise  in  this 
state  who  are  not  fortunate  enough  to  sell  to  the  Montana  Liquor  Control 
Board,  we  deny  these  people  a  fair  chance  to  have  their  liquor  placed  on 
sale  in  the  Montana  Liquor  Stores.  This  practice  has  brought  about  a 
condition  that  should  be  remedied. 

Exhibits  No.  9,  10,  32,  33,  38,  39,  40,  41,  contained  in  this  report  prove 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that  our  contentions  are  correct.  We  find  news- 
papers in  this  state  who  are  not  favorable  to  the  administration  being 
denied  advertising.  We  find  other  newspapers  who  are  willing  to  go  along 
with  the  administration  receiving  the  "lions's"  share  of  such  advertising.  It 
is  this  condition  we  are  trying  to  correct,  and  it  is  our  earnest  hope  that 
this  law  will  be  amended  to  change  such  condition.

LIQUOR  STORES  AND  BROKERS 

The  Message  of  the  Governor  disclosed  that  there  were  a  hundred  and 
fifteen  liquor  stores  in  the  State  of  Montana,  and  at  the  present  time  this 
number  has  been  run  up  to  one  hundred  twenty.  All  of  the  Senators  who 
were  members  of  this  body  when  the  Liquor  Law  was  passed,  remember 
distinctly  the  discussion  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  regarding  the  number 
of  stores  to  be  opened  under  this  Act.  That  there  would  be  more  than 
fifty-six  (56)  was  not  anticipated  by  most  of  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature. It  was  openly  discussed  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  and  at  the 
time  it  was  determined  that  only  fifty-six  (56)  stores  at  the  most  could  be 
opened  under  the  law.  We  do  not  care  to  question  the  right  of  the  Liquor 
Board  to  open  more  than  fifty-six  (56)  stores,  although  the  wording  of  one 
section  of  the  law  plainly  states  that  the  stores  must  be  opened  in  County 
Seats,  while  another  section  apparently  gives  the  Liquor  Board  the  right 
to  select  municipalities  in  which  liquor  can  be  sold.  There  is  nothing  in 
the  minutes  nor  in  the  actions  of  the  Liquor  Board  which  shows  any  ap- 
parent limit  as  to  the  number  of  stores  which  they  proposed  to  open.  If 
the  size  of  the  towns  in  which  liquor  stores  are  now  operated  is  any  cri- 
terion and  no  limit  to  the  number  that  is  fixed  by  this  Legislature,  it  is 
well  within  the  realm  of  probability  that  there  will  be  three  to  five  hun- 
dred liquor  stores  in  Montana  before  this  board  is  through.  This  leads  to 
but  one  conclusion.  The  present  policy  of  the  Liquor  Control  Board  must 
be  sharply  curbed  and  be  definitely  outlined  by  actions  of  this  body;  other- 
wise, it  now  appears  that  no  relief  funds  will  be  available  from  this  source 
until  some  action  has  been  taken  on  this  matter. 

Another  fact  which  confronts  us  is  that  over  two  million  dollars  worth 
of  liquor  has  been  purchased  by  the  State  Liquor  Control  Board  without 
any  apparent  system,  and  parts  of  the  minutes  of  meetings  of  this  board 
seem  to  show  that  there  have  been  bitter  disputes  among  the  three  members 
as  to  how  this  liquor  should  be  purchased  and  from  whom.  One  fact 
gleamed  in  reading  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  is  that  one  C.  E.  Miller  of 
Butte,  Montana,  evidently  secured  from  one  of  the  Liquor  Board,  permis- 
sion to  bring  into  the  state  $18,483.89  worth  of  liquor  for  sale  to  the  board. 
Later  it  seems  this  one  member  of  the  board  was  unable  to  get  any  of  the 
other  members  of  the  board  to  vote  with  him  to  purchase  the  said  liquor. 
This  evidently  caused  a  dispute  which  finally  ended  in  purchasing  the  liquor 
in  question,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  very  decided  difference  of  opinion 
among  the  members  as  to  the  fairness  of  the  purchase  price. 

This  board  evidently  ruled  that  no  liquor  would  be  purchased  from  any 
company  which  did  not  have  a  Montana  Representative  and  immediately 
local  brokers  began  to  show  up  for  all  the  larger  distilleries.  We  have 
subpoenaed  many  of  these  local  brokers  and  find  that  they  have  been  paid 
commissions  of  2%  to  10%  by  the  companies  which  they  represented,  for 
selling  liquor  to  the  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board.  Some  of  the  local 
brokers  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  secure  brokerage  accounts  from 
several  distilleries  or  wineries,  and  some  have  been  put  on  a  straight  salary, 
by  these  companies,  paid  to  them  for  no  reason  other  than  their  ability  to 
contact  the  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board  and  sell  them  this  merchandise. 
Many  of  these  men  never  handled  a  liquor  account  before  in  their  lives. 

To  give  you  some  idea  of  the  amount  of  the  size  of  these  local 
brokers'  accounts,  we  herewith  list  the  name  of  the  local  broker  and  the 
approximate  amount  of  liquor  which  he  has  handled  for  the  state:

The  resident  addresses  of  these  brokers  show  plainly  that  they  live 
in  different  parts  of  the  state  but  every  shipment  and  carload  of  liquor 
save  two  come  direct  to  the  warehouse  at  Helena,  Montana  from  the  dis- 
tilleries, wineries,  and  bonded  warehouses.  The  only  justification  for  the 
hiring  of  these  local  brokers  seems  to  be  that  the  Federal  Government  has 
fixed  the  prices  of  liquors  under  the  operation  of  the  NRA  anyway,  but  it 
is  our  opinion  that  with  several  hundred  distilling  firms  and  liquor  dis- 
tributors soliciting  the  State  Liquor  Control  Board  for  orders,  this  broker- 
age wnich  amouncs  to  between  $100,000  and  $200,000  could  have  been  saved 
to  the  state,  it  is  apparent  that  if  the  exact  price  is  fixed  by  the  Govern- 
ment no  local  broker  is  necessary;  or  if  the  board  cared  to  save  this 
brokerage  and  it  was  necessary  to  have  a  local  broker,  their  secretary 
could  have  acted  in  that  capacity  as  all  orders  come  direct  from  the  ooard. 

One  large  distilling  company  wrote  the  Liquor  Control  Board  to  the 
effect  that  they  had  no  local  agent.  The  secretary  of  the  board  replied 
that  he  could  not  handle  their  business  without  a  local  broker.  Later  tnis 
same  company  secured  $103,000.00  worth  of  business  with  one  Dr.  B.  A. 
Aronow  oi  Shelby,  Montana,  as  their  local  broker.  W.  C.  Bardon  of  Helena, 
Montana,  another  local  broker,  now  receives  a  salary  from  one  company  and 
percentage,  although  he  testified  he  never  hadled  liquor  before  contacting 
the  Liquor  Control  Board.  One  broker  L.  J.  Goodman,  of  Helena,  testified 
that  he  had  no  bank  account,  received  5%  commission  on  wines  and 
brandies,  5%  commission  on  blended  whiskies  and  has  handled  several 
large  accounts  without  a  bank  account  of  any  kind.  One  local  broker,  H.  L. 
Haines  of  Missoula,  Montana,  has  had  many  large  accounts  including  the 
Glennmore  Disillery,  and  his  testimony  under  oath  is  to  the  effect  that  his 
commission  amounted  to  over  $18,000.00  for  1934.  Another  local  broker, 
C.  R.  Jackson  of  Helena,  Montana,  lives  at  the  Placer  Hotel  and  his  salary 
and  commission  amounted  to  $5,000.00  for  1934,  paid  apparently  for  his 
ability  to  keep  his  firm  in  favor  with  the  board.  The  tactics  used  in 
spreading  this  kind  of  patronage  smacks  of  favoritism  and  "port  barrel'5 
distribution  little  short  of  ridiculous. 

It  is  certain  that  the  law  which  created  the  present  L.quor  Control 
Board  (Chapter  105  of  the  Session  Laws  of  the  Extraordinary  Session)  is 
almost  a  hopless  entanglement  of  rules  regarding  both  beer  and  liquor.  This 
is  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that  the  Extraordinary  Session  sought  first  to 
regulate  both  beer  and  liquor  in  this  Act.    Changes  in  the  law  which  we 
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have  offered  takes  out  all  references  to  beer  in  this  Act.  The  chief  amend- 
ments to  Act  are: 

1.  Limitation  of  stores. 

2.  Defining  liquors. 

3.  Bonding  of  vendors. 

4.  Making  it  compulsory  for  the  State  Examiner  to  render  audits 
rather  than  hiring  an  outside  auditor  at  enormous  cost. 

5.  Removing  all  parts  of  this  Act  regarding  clubs. 

6.  Charging  the  Attorney  General,  County  Attorneys,  and  other  peace 
officers  with  a  strict  enforcement  of  the  law  and  rendering  their  removal 
from  office  possible  when  proof  is  available  that  this  has  not  been  done. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  following  exhibits:  Nos.  1,  23,  and  37,  which 
are  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

Section  1.  Law  enforcement  fund  —  application.  There  is  hereby  cre- 
ated a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "law  enforcement  fund."  All  fines  must  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  case  in  which  the  fine  is  imposed, 
and  after  such  costs  are  so  deducted  from  the  fine  the  balance  of  such  fine 
and  all  other  receipts  from  penalties,  confiscations,  and  forfeitures  for 
violation  of  the  law  relating  to  intoxicating  liquors;  and  the  term  "costs"  as 
herein  used  shall  mean  to  include  all  cost  incurred  in  connection  with  the 
arrest  and  all  costs  for  the  maintenance  of  the  defendant  or  defendants 
where  a  fine  and  jail  sentence  is  imposed. 

Section  2.  Appointment,  oath,  and  removal  of  special  officers.  The 
Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Montana  may  appoint  such  special  of- 
ficers, not  to  exceed  six  in  number,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  laws 
relating  to  intoxicating  liquors;  such  special  officers  shall  have  the  same 
powers  as  sheriffs  concerning  the  enforcing  of  the  laws  relating  to  in- 
toxicating liquors  and  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  Attorney 
General  may  prescribe,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  "law  enforcement 
fund";  provided,  however,  that  such  special  officers  shall  not  be  paid  from 
any  other  fund  or  funds. 

Such  special  officers  shall  be  appointed  in  writing  by  the  Attorney 
General,  and  before  entering  upon  their  duties  shall  take  and  subscribe  the 
oath  of  office  in  the  same  manner  as  a  sheriff. 

The  Attorney  General  may  remove  such  special  officers  from  office  at 
any  time. 

Section  3.  The  Special  enforcement  officers  so  appointed  shall  have 
jurisdiction  over  the  entire  State  of  Montana  and  in  any  county  or  sub- 
division thereof  with  the  full  power  and  authority  as  sheriffs  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  out  their  duties  or  any  duties  designated  or  assigned  to 
them  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

That  your  committee  feels  in  submitting  this  report  that  we  have  in 
a  general  way  covered  the  more  important  items  which  will  be  a  benefit 
to  the  board  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  State  Liquor  Law,  and 
we  trust  that  this  report  will  be  received  in  the  spirit  in  which  we  have 
reported  it,  which  we  believe  is  in  a  spirit  of  fairness  and  constructive 
criticism.

SENATE  BILL  NO.  47,  INTRODUCED  BY  SIMMONS 

A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled:  "An  Act  providing  for  the  submission  to 
the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  an  amendment  to  Section 
Seven  of  Article  Five  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana,  relating 
to  Senators  and  Representatives. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  That  Section  Seven  of  Article  Five  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Montana  be  amended  as  hereinafter  provided  and  that  the 
question  of  such  amendment  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
State  of  Montana  for  their  approval  or  rejection  at  the  general  election  to 
be  held  in  November,  1936. 
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Section  2.  That  Section  Seven  of  Article  Five  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Montana  be  amended  so  that,  as  amended,  the  same  shall  read 
as  follows: 

"Section  7.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  term  for 
which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to,  or  hold  or  accept  any 
office,  trust,  or  employment  (except  notary  public,  or  in  the  militia)  un- 
der this  state;  and  no  member  of  Congress,  or  other  person  holding  an 
office,  trust,  or  employment  (except  notary  public,  or  in  the  militia)  under 
the  United  States  or  this  state,  shall  be  a  member  of  either  House  dur- 
ing his  continuance  in  such  other  office,  trust  or  employment." 

Section  3.  Separate  official  ballots  shall  be  provided  at  the  general 
election  to  be  held  in  November,  1936,  which  shall  have  printed  thereon. 

Appointment  to,  or  holding  or  accepting  of  any  office,  trust  or  em- 
ployment by  Senator  or  Representative  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall 
have  been  elected,"  followed  by  all  of  Section  Seven  above  of  Article  Five 
of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  as  proposed  by  this  Act.  There 
shall  also  be  printed  on  said  official  ballots,  below  the  said  section,  squares 
and  the  words  as  follows: 


For  the  foregoing  amendment  to  the  Constitution. 
Against  the  foregoing  amendment  to  the  Constitution. 


Each  elector  who  approves  this  amendment  shall  mark  an  "X"  in  the 
first  square  above  printed  and  each  elector  who  rejects  it  shall  mark  an 
"X"  in  the  second  square. 

Section  4.  The  votes  cast  for  and  against  this  amendment  above  pro- 
posed, shall  be  counted,  canvassed  and  determined  by  such  officials,  and 
in  such  manner  as  provided  by  law,  and  if  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  at 
such  election  for  and  against  such  amendment  shall  be  in  favor  of  such 
amendment,  the  Governor  of  the  state  shall  so  declare  by  public  proclama- 
tion and  the  amendment  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  as  a  part  of  the 
Constitution  from  and  after  the  date  of  such  proclamation. 

Section  5.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  6.  This  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  approval.

PETITIONS  AND  COMMUNICATIONS 

The  following  communication  from  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General 
was  received  and  read: 

February  23,  1935. 

The  Honorable  Senate  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
The  Capitol, 
Helena,  Montana. 

Gentlemen:  By  resolution  adopted,  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  the 
14th  inst.,  you  requested  my  opinion  upon  the  following  questions,  to-wit: 

"1.  Whether  or  not  the  salaries  and  compensation  provided  by  law 
to  be  paid  to  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  for  their  services  as 
such,  are  subject  to  the  income  tax  provided  by  Chapter  181  of  the  Session 
Acts  of  the  Twenty-third  Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana,  1932. 

"2.  Whether  or  not,  if  such  salaries  or  compensation  are  subject  to 
such  income  tax,  any  deduction  is  allowable  for  expenses  necessarily  in- 
cident to  attendance  upon  the  Legislature  and  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  such  office." 

Several  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  deal 
with  the  compensation  of  public  officers,  notably  Sections  5,  8  and  31  of 
Article  V,  Secion  4  of  Article  VII,  and  Section  29  of  Article  VIII  thereof, 
which  are  as  follows: 

"Section  5  (Article  V).  Each  member  of  the  First  Legislative  Assem- 
bly, as  a  compensation  for  his  services  shall  receive  Six  Dollars  for  each 
day's  attendance,  and  Twenty  Cents  for  each  mile  necessarily  traveled  in 
going  to  and  returning  from  the  seat  of  government  to  his  residence  by 
the  usually  traveled  route,  and  shall  receive  no  other  compensation,  per- 
quisite, or  allowance  whatsoever.  *  *  * 

"After  the  First  Session,  the  compensation  of  the  members  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  shall  be  as  provided  by  law;  provided,  that  no  Legis- 
lative Assembly  shall  fix  its  own  compensation." 

"Section  8  (Article  V).  No  member  of  either  House  shall,  during  the 
term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  receive  any  increase  of  salary 
or  mileage  under  any  law  passed  during  such  term." 

"Section  31  (Article  V).  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Con- 
stitution, no  law  shall  extend  the  term  of  any  public  officer,  or  increase 
or  diminish  his  salary  or  emolument  after  his  election  or  appointment: 
provided,  that  this  shall  not  be  construed  to  forbid  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly from  fixing  the  salaries  or  emoluments  of  those  officers  first  elected 
or  appointed  under  this  Constitution,  where  such  salaries  or  emoluments 
are  not  fixed  by  this  Constitution." 
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"Section  4  (Article  VII).  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  Gov- 
ernor, Secretary  of  State,  State  Auditor,  Treasurer,  Attorney  General  and 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  shall  quarterly,  as  due,  during  their 
continuance  in  office,  receive  for  their  services  compensation,  which  is  fixed 
as  follows:  (Then  follows  the  schedule  of  salaries.)  *  *  *  The  compensa- 
tion enumerated  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  by  said  officers  respec- 
tively rendered  in  any  official  capacity  or  employment  whatever  during 
their  respective  terms  of  office,  and  the  salary  of  no  official  shall  be  in- 
creased during  his  term  of  office." 

"Section  29  (Article  VIII).  The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  and 
the  Judges  of  the  District  Courts  shall  each  be  paid  quarterly  by  the  state, 
a  salary,  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  terms  for 
which  they  shall  have  been  respectively  elected.  Until  otherwise  provided 
by  law,  the  salary  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  Four 
Thousand  Dollars  per  annum  each,  and  the  salary  of  the  Judges  of  the 
District  Courts  shall  be  Three  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  per  an- 
num each." 

In  a  general  way  it  may  be  said  that  the  purpose  of  these  provisions 
is:  (a)  to  secure  so  far  as  possible  the  independence  of  each  of  the  three 
coordinate  branches  of  the  government;  (b)  to  protect  the  public  against 
the  evil  of  letting  a  public  official  use  his  official  power  and  influence  to 
augment  his  own  salary;  (c)  to  protect  individual  officers  against  legisla- 
tive oppression  which  might  flow  from  party  rancor,  personal  spleen,  en- 
mity or  grudge;  (d)  and  to  prevent  persons  while  possessed  of  the  pres- 
tige and  influence  of  official  power  from  using  that  power  for  their  per- 
sonal advantage  (State  v.  Dammann,  228  N.  W.  593). 

Section  74,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  1921,  enacted  as  Section  1  of 
Chapter  45,  Laws  of  1909,  provides  that  "members  of  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly hereafter  elected  shall  receive  Ten  Dollars  per  day,  payable  weekly, 
during  the  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  the  Ten  Cents  per  mile 
for  each  mile  of  travel  to  and  from  their  residences  and  the  place  of  hold- 
ing the  session,  by  the  nearest  traveled  route."  By  Section  1  of  Chapter 
16,  Laws  of  1933,  the  mileage  of  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
and  other  public  officers  was  reduced  from  Ten  Cents  to  Seven  Cents. 

Under  Section  2  of  Chapter  181,  Laws  of  1933,  the  net  income  of 
every  individual,  after  making  allowance  for  exemptions  and  deductions, 
is  subject  to  the  payment  of  a  tax.  "Net  income,"  according  to  Section 
1  thereof,  means  the  gross  income  of  a  taxpayer  less  the  deductions  al- 
lowed by  this  Act.  It  is  provided  by  Section  7  thereof  that:  "The  term 
'gross  income'  includes  gains,  profits  and  income  derived  from  salaries, 
wages  or  compensation  for  personal  service,  or  whatever  kind  and  in  what- 
ever form  paid,  *  *  *  but  does  not  include  the  following  items  which  are 
exempt  from  taxation  under  this  Act:  *  *  *  (f)  salaries,  wages  and  other 
compensation  received  from  the  United  States  or  (by)  officials  or  em- 
ployees thereof,  including  persons  in  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States."  In  computing  net  income,  Section  8  of  the  Act  permits 
certain  deductions  which  need  not  be  recited  here.  Section  10  of  the  Act 
allows  the  taxpayer  certain  exemptions  the  amount  of  which  is  determined 
by  his  domestic  status.  Section  31  of  the  Act  provides  that  "all  income, 
except  what  has  been  expressly  exempted  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
and  income  not  permitted  to  be  taxed  under  the  Constitution  of  this  state 
or  the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  included  and 
considered  in  determining  the  net  income  of  taxpayers  within  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act." 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  statute  particularly  exempts  salaries  of  Fed- 
eral officers  but  makes  no  mention  of  salaries  of  state  officers.  It  will 
be  noted  further  that  there  is  no  Constitutional  provision  which  expressly 
prohibits  a  diminution  of  the  compensation  of  a  member  of  the  Legislature, 
after  his  election  or  appointment,  unless  it  be  Section  31  supra. 
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Does  the  term  "public  officer,"  then,  found  in  Section  31  include  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature?  The  answer  must  be  in  the  affirmative.  That 
the  term  "public  officers"  was  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Consti- 
tution generally  understood  to  include  members  of  the  Legislature  as  well 
as  members  of  other  coordinate  branches  of  the  government  can  scarcely 
be  doubted.  Certainly  the  position  of  Senator  or  Representative  possesses 
all  the  elements  which  are  necessary  and  meets  all  the  tests  which  are  re- 
quired to  make  it  a  public  office.  (State  ex  rel.  Barney  v.  Hawkins,  79 
Mont.  506;  State  v.  Dammann,  supra;  State  Consol.  Pub.  Co.  v.  Hill,  3  Pac. 
(2d)  525;  Priser  v.  Frohmiller,  21  Pac.  (2d)  927;  County  Com'rs  of  Calvert 
County  v.  Monnett,  164  Atl.  155.) 

Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  being  public  officers  in  the  sense 
in  which  the  term  is  used  in  Section  31,  is  their  compensation,  that  is  to 
say  per  diem  and  mileage,  fixed  by  law  as  it  has  been,  subject  to  income 
tax  as  provided  in  Chapter  181,  Laws  of  1933.  The  answer  must  be  in 
the  negative.  The  prohibition  of  the  Constitution  is  general.  It  contains 
no  excepting  words  and  appears  to  be  directed  against  all  diminution, 
whether  for  one  purpose  or  another.  The  fact  that  twenty-eight  Senators 
and  one  hundred  and  one  representatives  have  been  elected  and  one  rep- 
resentative appointed  since  this  chapter  became  effective  is  of  no  conse- 
quence so  far  as  they  are  concerned.  Section  1,  Article  III,  of  the  Federal 
Constitution,  provides  that  "the  Judges,  both  of  the  Supreme  and  Inferior 
Courts,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  good  behavior,  and  shall,  at  stated 
times,  receive  for  their  services  a  compensation,  which  shall  not  be  dimin- 
ished during  their  continuance  in  office."  In  construing  this  provision 
with  relation  to  the  Federal  Income  Tax  Act  the  Supreme  Court  in  the 
case  of  Miles  v.  Graham,  268  U.  S.  501,  69  Law  Ed.  1067,  said:  "The  tax- 
ing Act  became  a  law  prior  to  the  statute  prescribing  salaries  for  Judges 
of  the  Court  of  Claims;  but  if  the  dates  were  reversed,  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  construe  the  former  as  an  amendment  which  reduced  salaries 
by  the  amount  of  the  tax  imposed.  No  Judge  is  required  to  pay  a  defi- 
nite percentage  of  his  salary,  but  all  are  commanded  to  return,  as  a  part 
of  'gross  income/  'the  compensation  received  as  such'  from  the  United 
States.  From  the  'gross  income'  various  deductions  and  credits  are  al- 
lowed, as  for  interest  paid,  contributions  or  gifts  made,  personal  exemp- 
tions varying  with  family  relations,  etc.,  and  upon  the  net  result  assess- 
ment is  made.  The  plain  purpose  was  to  require  all  Judges  to  return  their 
compensation  as  an  item  of  'gross  income/  and  to  tax  this  as  other  sal- 
aries. This  is  forbidden  by  the  Constitution.  The  power  of  Congress  defi- 
nitely to  fix  the  compensation  to  be  received  at  stated  intervals  by  Judges 
thereafter  appointed  is  clear.  It  is  equally  clear,  we  think,  that  there  is 
no  power  to  tax  a  Judge  of  a  Court  of  the  United  States  on  account  of  the 
salary  prescribed  for  him  by  law"  (Evans  v.  Gore,  253  U.  S.  245,  64  Law 
Ed.  887). 

In  Long  v.  Watts,  110  S.  E.  765,  22  A.  L.  R.  277,  the  Supreme  Court 
of  North  Carolina,  in  a  well  reasoned  and  exceedingly  able  opinion,  held 
that  a  tax  cannot  be  laid  upon  the  salaries  of  Judges  under  a  Constitu- 
tional provision  that  such  salaries  shall  not  be  diminished  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  judges  in  office. 

In  re  Opinions  of  the  Justices,  144  South.  Ill,  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Alabama  held  that  a  bill  imposing  an  occupational  tax  on  salaries  of 
county  and  state  officers  would  be  violative  of  Constitutional  provisions 
preventing  a  reduction  of  such  salaries  during  their  terms  of  office. 

Other  cases  which  support  the  general  rule  are  New  Orleans  v.  Lea, 
14  La.  Ann.  197,  and  Commonwealth  v.  Mann,  5  Watts  &  S.  (Pa.)  403. 

On  June  18,  1925,  the  Attorney  General  of  New  York  advised,  on  the 
authority  of  Miles  v.  Graham,  supra,  that  in  cases  where  the  state  Con- 
stitution puts  upon  the  Legislature  the  duty  of  fixing  an  official  salary, 
and  further  provides  that  it  shall  not  be  diminished  during  the  term,  the 
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salary  is  not  taxable  income  under  Article  16  of  the  Tax  Law,  even  though 
the  officer  is  serving  in  a  term  which  commenced  since  the  adoption  of 
such  article. 

It  is  but  fair  to  state  that  the  Supreme  Courts  of  Wisconsin  and  Mis- 
souri, in  State  v.  Nygaard,  150  N.  W.  513,  Ann.  Cas.  1917A,  1065,  and 
Taylor  v.  Gehner,  45  S.  W.  (2d),  82  A.  L.  R.  986,  respectively,  have  taken 
the  opposite  view  of  the  question.  The  decision  in  the  former  case  was 
made  in  1915,  some  time  before  the  opinion  in  Evans  v.  Gore  or  Miles  v. 
Graham  was  promulgated,  and  was  based  upon  a  peculiar  Constitutional 
provision.  In  the  latter  the  Supreme  Court  refused  to  follow  the  prevail- 
ing opinion  in  the  Evans  case,  taking  the  position  that  the  dissenting 
opinion  of  Mr.  Justice  Holmes  was  the  better  law. 

Having  answered  the  first  inquiry  negatively  an  answer  to  the  second 
inquiry  is  not  required.

Whereas,  he  was  a  man  of  broad  vision,  unsullied  probity,  intellectual 
constructiveness,  courage,  and  practical  statesmanship,  and  through  those 
admirable  qualities  and  wide  training  and  experience,  he  was  able  to  reach 
leadership  in  public  matters,  in  the  state  and  nation,  and  thereby  achieve

Drivers  or  attendants  of  motor  trucks  of  common  carriers  operated  on  the 
highways  of  the  State  of  Montana,  shall  not  be  employed  for  more  than 
eight  (8)  hours  in  the  twenty-four  (24)  hour  period  and  such  drivers  or 
attendants  of  motor  trucks  of  common  carriers  shall  be  allowed  a  rest  of 
at  least  twelve  (12)  hours  between  the  completion  of  their  services  in 
any  twenty-four  (24)  hour  period  and  the  beginning  of  their  services  in 
the  next  succeeding  twenty-four  (24)  hour  period. 

Provided,  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  when  life  is  in 
danger  of  destruction  or  in  case  of  property  in  iminent  danger  of  destruc- 
tion, or  in  case  of  delay  due  to  accident,  impassable  roads,  abnormal  road 
conditions,  or  snow  blockades;  nor  when  there  would  be  a  delay  in  the 
transmission  of  the  United  States  Mails." 

And  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  2  of  the  original  bill  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words:  "Section  2.  Attendants,  for  the  purpose  of  this

Any  employer  or  supervisor  in  charge 
of  employee  who  shall  require  a  driver  or  attendant  as  above  defined  to 
labor  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00),  or  more  than  Six  Hundred  Dollars 
($600.00),  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  7 
months  in  the  county  jail,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  All 
motor  trucks  of  common  carrier  companies  operating  lines  in  this  state  shall 
be  liable  in  damages  for  all  injuries  to  the  person  or  persons  resulting 
from  a  violat  on  of  the  provisions  of  said  Act."

Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  or 
make  it  unlawful  for  any  person  or  corporation,  when  goods  or  merchandise 
are  sold  or  refinanced,  or  money  is  loaned  on  the  monthly  payment  plan, 
for  the  person  or  corporation  financing  such  paper  or  making  such  loan 
not  to  exceed  8  per  cent  per  annum,  dividing  the  total  into  an  equal  num- 
ber of  monthly  payments  over  the  period  for  which  the  loan  is  to  run  and 
requiring  payments  so  determined  to  be  paid  by  the  borrower." 

And  further  amend  the  printed  bill  by  adding  a  new  section,  to  be 
known  as  Section  2,  as  follows:  "The  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  be  a  misdemeanor";  and  by  renumbering  the  following 
sections  accordingly. 

Statement  accompanying  conference  report  on  H.  B.  No.  63:  By  this 
report  the  Senate  Committee  of  the  Whole  amendment  is  retained  in  the 
bill  but  a  proviso  is  added  defining  a  bonus  or  finance  charge  and  providing 
that  on  payments  paid  on  a  monthly  payment  plan  interest  may  be  charg- 
ed on  the  full  amount  for  the  total  time  the  payments  are  to  run.  The  title 
has  been  amended  to  conform  to  the  amendments.

c.  For  the  State  Educational  Bond  Sinking  and  Interest  Fund  created 
under  Initiative  Measure  19  now  comprising  Sections  5606  to  5612  inclusive 
of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921,  ten-twelfths  (10-12)  of  a  mill 
on  each  dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  said  property." 

"Section  2.  The  following  tax  levies  for  state  purposes  are  hereby 
made  upon  all  property  in  the  State  of  Montana  subject  to  taxation  for  the 
year  1936,  as  ascertained  by  taking  the  percentage  of  the  true  and  full 
value  provided  by  law  for  purposes  of  taxation,  to-wit:

for  the  violation  of  this  Act"; 

Amend  Section  1  of  the  printed  bill,  by  adding  after  the  word  "judg- 
ment" the  following  words:  "but  the  charging  of  any  bonus  or  finance 
charge  in  addition  to  interest  shall  be  unlawful  and  shall  constitute  usury. 
Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
or  make  it  unlawful  for  any  person  or  corporation,  when  goods  or  mer- 
chandise are  sold  or  refinanced,  or  money  is  loaned  on  the  monthly  pay- 
ment plan,  for  the  person  or  corporation  financing  such  paper  or  making 
such  loan  to  not  to  exceed  8  per  cent  per  annum,  dividing  the  total  into 
an  equal  number  of  monthly  payments  over  the  period  for  which  the  loan 
is  to  run  and  requiring  payments  so  determined  to  be  paid  by  the  bor- 
rower." 

And  further  amend  the  printed  bill  by  adding  a  new  section,  to  be 
known  as  Section  2,  as  follows:  "The  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  shall  be  a  misdemeanor";  and  by  renumbering  the  following  sec- 
tions accordingly.

Mr.  President:  The  following  statement  is  prepared  to  accompany  your 
Conference  Committee  report  on  Senate  amendments  to  House  Bill  No.  63. 

The  effect  of  your  Conference  Committee  action  is  to  retain  the  effect 
of  the  Senate  amendment  to  House  Bill  63  which  makes  finance  charges 
or  bonus  charges  illegal,  but  to  permit  a  small  minimum  charge  on  loans 
at  Fifty  DoJars  ($50.00)  or  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  where  the  loans 
run  for  th.rty  (30)  days  or  less  without  such  action  being  illegal.  It  also 
permits  interest  to  be  charged  on  monthly  payment  loans  at  the  rate  as 
provided  by  the  bill  of  eight  (8%)  per  cent  but  permits  finance  companies 
to  continue  their  present  methods  of  applying  these  interest  charges  and 
permitting  borrower  to  pay  back  their  loan  in  monthly  payments  for  the 
interest  at  e  ght  (8%)  calculated  on  the  entire  amount.  This,  we  believe, 
preserves  the  intention  of  the  original  amendment  but  will  enable  people  to 
continue  to  borrow  money  on  monthly  payment  plan  in  accordance  with  these 
regulations.

Introduced  by  Helding  and  Mulholland 

A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled:  "An  Act  for  the  submission  to  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  an  amendment  to  Section  Four 
(4)  of  Article  Eighteen  (18)  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
relating  to  the  hours  of  labor  in  all  industries,  occupations,  undertakings 
and  employments  except  farming." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  That  Section  Four  (4)  of  Article  Eighteen  (18)  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  be  amended  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  that  the  question  of  such  amendment  be  submitted  to  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  on 
November  3,  1936. 

Section  2.  That  Section  Four  (4)  of  Article  XVIII  of  the  constitution 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  4.  A  period  of  eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  work  in 
all  industries,  occupations,  undertakings  and  employments,  except  farming 
and  stockraising.  provided,  however,  that  the  Legislative  Assembly  may 
by  law  reduce  the  number  of  hours  constituting  a  day's  work  whenever 
in  its  opinion  a  reduction  will  better  promote  the  general  welfare,  but  it 
shall  have  no  authority  to  increase  the  number  of  hours  constituting  a 
day's  work  beyond  that  herein  provided," 

Section  3.  Separate  official  ballots  shall  be  provided  at  said  general 
election,  which  shall  have  printed  thereon  all  of  said  Section  4  of  Article 
XVIII  of  the  constitution,  as  amended  by  this  Act,  and  below  the  same 
shall  be  printed  the  words: 


For  the  above  written  amendment  to  the  constitution. 


Against  the  above  written  amendment  to  the  constitution. 


Each  elector  shall  designate  his  preference  by  marking  an  "X"  in  the 
square  before  the  proposition  for  which  such  elector  desired  to  vote. 

Section  4.  The  vote  cast  for  and  against  the  amendment  above  pro- 
posed shall  be  canvassed,  determined  and  declared  as  provided  by  the 
General  Election  Laws  of  the  State  of  Montana. 


Section  5.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 
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Section  6.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  approval.

cantile establishment  within  this  state,  and  shall  pay  the  license  fees  here- 
inafter prescribed  for  the  privilege  of  opening,  establishing,  operating  or 
maintaining  such  stores  or  mercantile  establishments." 

That  H.  B.  No.  233  be  amended  in  Section  2  of  the  printed  bill  by 
striking  out  in  line  8,  the  comma  after  the  word  "means"  on  said  line  8 
of  Section  2  and  replacing  it  with  a  period,  and  by  striking  out  all  words 
in  Section  2  beginning  with  the  word,  "provided,"  in  line  8  of  said  Section 
2  and  all  intervening  words,  to  and  including  the  word,  "exclusively"  in 
line  20  of  said  Section  2  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  following  words: 
"The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  further  include  every  person,  firm,  cor- 
poration, association  or  co-partnership  opening,  establishing,  operating  or 
maintaining  one  or  more  stores  or  mercantile  establishments  for  profit 
within  this  state,  under  the  same  general  management,  supervision  or 
ownership,  or  maintaining  a  store  or  mercantile  establishment  within  this 
state." 

That  H.  B.  No.  233  be  amended  in  Section  1  of  the  printed  bill  by 
adding  after  line  33  a  new  paragraph  as  follows:  "Provided,  however,  any 
person,  firm,  corporation,  co-partnership  or  association  either  domestic  or 
foreign,  upon  which  any  license  fee  is  imposed  under  this  Act,  shall  have 
the  right  to  offset  against  such  license  fees  all  taxes  paid  by  such  licensee 
upon  real  property  or  improvements  thereon,  situated  in  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, owned  and  used  by  licensee  in  connection  with  his  business." 

That  the  foregoing  amendment  to  H.  B.  No.  233  be  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  "improvements  thereon";  also  striking  out  the  words

cooperative  basis  (a)  for  the  purpose  of  marketing  the  products  of  mem- 
bers or  other  producers  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  products  and 
turning  back  to  them  the  proceeds  of  sales,  less  the  necessary  marketing 
expenses,  on  the  basis  of  either  the  quantity  or  the  value  of  the  products 
furnished  by  them,  or  (b)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  supplies  and 
equipment  for  the  use  of  members  or  other  persons,  and  turning  over  such 
supplies  and  equipment  to  them  at  actual  cost,  plus  necessary  expenses. 
Exemption  shall  not  be  denied  any  such  association  because  it  has  capital 
stock,  if  the  dividend  rate  of  such  stock  is  fixed  at  not  to  exceed  the  legal 
rate  of  interest  in  the  state  of  incorporation  or  8  per  centum  per  annum, 
whichever  is  greater,  on  the  value  of  the  consideration  for  which  the  stock 
was  issued,  and  if  substantially  all  such  stock  (other  than  non-voting  pre- 
ferred stock,  the  owners  of  which  are  not  entitled  or  permitted  to  partici- 
pate, directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  profits  of  the  association,  upon  dis- 
solution or  otherwise,  beyond  the  fixed  dividends)  is  owned  by  producers 
who  market  their  products  or  purchase  their  supplies  and  equipment 
through  the  association;  nor  shall  exemption  be  denied  any  such  associa- 
tion because  there  is  accumulated  and  maintained  by  it  a  reserve  required 
by  state  law  or  a  reasonable  reserve  for  any  necessary  purpose.  Such  an 
association  may  market  the  products  of  non-members  in  an  amount  the 
value  of  which  does  not  exceed  the  value  of  the  products  marketed  for 
members,  and  may  purchase  supplies  and  equipment  for  non-members  in

an  amount  the  value  of  which  does  not  exceed  the  value  of  the  supplies 
and  equipment  purchased  for  members,  provided  the  value  of  the  pur- 
chass  made  for  persons  who  are  neither  members  nor  producers  does  not 
exceed  15  per  centum  of  the  value  of  all  its  purchases.

One  member  from  the  nominees  of  the  Montana  Wool  Growers'  As- 
sociation; one  member  from  the  nominees  of  the  Montana  Livestock 
Growers'  Association;  one  member  from  the  nominees  of  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners'  Association,  and  one  member  from  the  nominees 
of  the  Incorporated  Grazing  Associations,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Montana  and  one  member  from  the  nominees  of  the  Director  of  Grazing 
under  the  Taylor  Grazing  Act. 

Three  (3)  of  such  members  so  appointed  by  the  Governor,  shall  serve 
for  a  term  of  one  (1)  year  and  two  (2)  of  such  members  so  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  (2)  years  and  upon  the  ex- 
piration of  said  respective  terms,  all  members  thereafter  shall  be  appointed 
under  this  Act,  the  length  of  their  respective  terms  of  office  shall  be  de- 
termined by  lot.

cent  (10%)  thereof  to  the  "administration  fund"  of  the  Water  Conserva- 
tion Board,  twenty-three  and  one-third  per  cent  (23  1/3%)  thereof  to  the 
"conservation  revolving  fund"  of  the  Water  Conservation  Board;  and  the 
remaining  thrity-three  and  one-third  per  cent  (33  1/3%)  to  the  "relief 
fund"  of  the  State  of  Montana  to  be  administered  by  the  Montana  Relief 
Commission; 

Provided,  that  when  the  "general  fund"  shall  have  received  from  the 
foregoing  allocation  a  sum  aggregating  Three  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($300,000.00)  then  the  said  net  profits  so  derived  from  time  to  time,  after 
providing  the  money  required  for  the  administration  of  this  Act,  shall  be 
by  the  State  Treasurer  distributed  as  follows:  Fifteen  per  cent  (15%)  to 
the  said  "administration  fund"  of  the  said  Water  Conservation  Board  and 
thiry-five  per  cent  (35%)  to  the  said  "conservation  revolving  fund"  of  the 
said  Water  Conservation  Board  and  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  to  the  "relief 
fund"  of  the  said  Montana  Relief  Commission; 
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Provided,  further,  that  when  the  aggregate  sum  of  Two  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  ($200,000.00)  has  been  distributed  hereunder  to  the  said 
"administration  fund"  and  the  aggregate  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($500,000.00)  has  been  distributed  hereunder  to  the  said  "conserva- 
tion revolving  fund''  of  said  Water  Conservation  Board,  then  and  there-

10%  to  the  relief  fund  and  90%  to  the  general  fund. 

All  expenses  in  connection  with  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  motor 
carrier  fund  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

That  Substitute  House  Bill  No.  343  be  amended  by  striking  out  from 
Section  20  (A)  all  that  portion  of  the  printed  bill  commencing  on  line  12 
with  the  words  "Section  97"  and  ending  with  the  words  "United  States 
census"  on  line  57  of  said  section,  and  by  inserting  in  lieu  hereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"Section  97.  For  the  two  years  immediately  following  the  approval 
of  this  Act,  the  net  profits  derived  from  time  to  time,  after  provdmg  the 
money  required  for  the  administration  of  this  Act,  shall  be  by  the  State 
Treasurer  distributed  as  follows:  Thirty-three  and  one-third  per  cent 
(33  1/3%)  thereof  to  the  "general  fund"  of  the  State  of  Montana;  ten  per 
cent  (10%)  thereof  to  the  "administration  fund"  of  the  Water  Conservation 
Board,  twenty-three  and  one-third  per  cent  (23  1/3%)  thereof  to  the  "con- 
servation revolving  fund"  of  the  Water  Conservation  Board;  and  the  re- 
maining thirty-three  and  one-third  per  cent  (33  1/3%)  to  the  "relief  fund" 
of  the  State  of  Montana  to  be  administered  by  the  Montana  Relief  Com- 
mission; 

Provided,  that  when  the  "general  fund"  shall  have  received  from  the 
foregoing  allocation  a  sum  aggregating  Three  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($300,000.00)  then  the  said  net  profits  so  derived  from  time  to  time,  after 
providing  the  money  required  for  the  administration  of  this  Act,  shall  be 
by  the  State  Treasurer  distributed  as  follows:  Fifteen  per  cent  (15%)  to 
the  said  "administration  fund"  of  the  said  Water  Conservation  Board  and 
thirty -five  per  cent  (35%)  to  the  said  "conservation  revolving  fund"  of 
the  said  Water  Conservation  Board  and  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  to  the  "relief 
fund"  of  the  said  Montana  Relief  Commission; 

Provided,  further,  that  when  the  aggregate  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($200,000.00)  has  been  distributed  hereunder  to  the  said  "ad- 
ministration fund"  and  the  aggregate  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dol- 
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lars  ($500,000.00)  has  been  distributed  hereunder  to  the  said  "conservation 
revolving  fund"  of  said  Water  Conservation  Board,  then  and  thereafter  one 
hundred  per  cent  (100%)  of  said  net  profits  after  providing  the  money  re- 
quired for  the  administration  of  this  Act,  shall  be  distributed  to  the  said 
"relief  fund"  of  the  said  Montana  Relief  Commission,  with  the  proviso, 
however,  that  commencing  July  1,  1936,  thirty-three  and  one-third  per  cent 
(33  1/3%)  thereof  shall  be  distributed  to  the  "general  fund"  of  the  State  of 
Montana  until  such  time  as  an  additional  amount  received  by  said  "general 
fund"  for  such  source  shall  aggregate  Three  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($300,000.00)." 

That  Substitute  House  Bill  No.  343  be  amended  in  Section  20  (E)  of

equalization  fund."

S.  B.  No.  39  be  amended  as  follows:  Amend  Section  1,  line  42  after 
the  words  "attorney's  fees"  by  inserting  a  comma  and  the  words  "such 
attorney  fees  to  be  allowed  for  not  more  than  ten  per  cent  (10%)  of 
amount  collected,"  and,  as  amended,  be  concurred  in. 

Special  Order  of  Business:  That  Substitute  S.  B.  No.  22  be  amended 
as  follows:  Amend  Section  1  in  line  10  of  the  mimeographed  bill  by  add- 
ing a  period  after  the  word  "section"  and  striking  out  the  rest  of  the 
paragraph. 

Amend  Section  11  after  the  word  "Montana"  in  line  8  of  the  mimeo- 
graphed bill  by  inserting  the  words  "provided  no  preference  shall  be  given

Renumber  present  Section  14  to  become  Section  15  and  all  subsequent 
sections  accordingly;  and,  as  amended,  that  Substitute  Senate  Bill  No.  22 
be  concurred  in.

S.  B.  No.  207  be  amended  as  follows:  Amend  the  title  by  adding 
after  the  figures  "1921"  the  following:  "Relating  to  the  time  of  the  filing 
of  claims  for  compensation  and  providing  time  within  which  claims  may 
be  filed  and  repealing  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith,"  and, 
as  amended,  be  concurred  in. 
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S.  B.  No.  205  be  indefinitely  postponed. 
S.  B.  No.    57  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

S.  B.  No.  197  be  amended  as  follows:    Amend  the  title  in  line  3  and 

Section  2,  line  1,  by  striking  the  word  "Acts"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  "laws,"  and,  as  amended,  be  concurred  in. 
S.  B.  No.  179  be  not  concurred  in. 

S.  B.  No.  153  be  amended  as  follows:  Amend  title  by  adding  at  the 
beginning  of  line  2  of  title,  engrossed  bill,  immediately  preceding  the  word 
"entertainment,"  the  word,  "certain";  amend  title  by  striking  out  in  line 
4  of  title,  engrossed  bill,  as  amended  by  House  Committee  on  Public 
Morals,  Charities  and  Reforms,  the  words  "prohibiting  attendance  of 
minors." 

Amend  Section  1,  of  engrossed  bill,  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  1 
and  inserting  a  new  section  to  read  as  follows:  "Section  1.  The  term 
'entertainment'  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  include  every  species  and  kind  of

improvements  embracing  not  less  than  eighty  (80)  acres  shall  be  offered 
for  sale  without  including  the  remaining  state  land  in  the  tract;  and  this 
request  shall  be  granted  if  such  sale  Will  not  materially  impair  the  sale- 
ableness  of  the  remaining  tract. 

"Not  less  than  fifteen  days  before  the  date  of  such  sale,  a  copy  of  the 
notice  of  sale  sha.l  be  mailed  to  each  applicant  for  the  repurchase  of  state 
lands  directed  to  the  post  office  address  given  in  his  application." 

Amend  Section  4  by  striking  out  all  thereof  and  inserting  in  lieu  there- 
of the  following:  "Section  4.  The  terms  of  payment  and  the  rate  of 
interest  on  deferred  payments  shall  be  as  now  provided  by  law  except  that 
any  purchaser  may  demand  a  purchase  contract  payable  through  a  shorter 
term  than  thirty-three  (33)  years."

Amend  Section  10  by  striking  out  all  thereof  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  a  new  section  numbered  Section  8  reading  as  follows:  "Section 
8.  This  Act  shall  not  have  the  affect  of  repealing  any  of  the  statutes  now 
in  effect.  It  shall  be  considered  and  construed  as  giving  additional  rights 
to  purchasers  of  state  lands  designed  to  meet  present  emergency  condi- 
tions, and  this  Act  shall  automatically  expire  and  terminate  with  June  30,

Renumber  Section  11  as  Section  9.    And,  as  amended,  be  concurred  in. 

Committee  on  State  Lands:  S.  B.  No.  192  be  amended  as  follows: 
Amend  Section  1  by  striking  out  in  line  four  (4)  of  the  printed  bill  the 
words  "of  mortgages  or  has  become  delinquent  in  the  payment.  '  This 
amendment  is  not  needed  in  the  engrossed  bill.  (This  is  simply  the  cor- 
rection of  an  error.)

lieu  thereof  the  following:  "Two  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($250.00)  at  the 
present  t  me  if  such  partial  reinstatement  will  not  materially  impair  the 
saleableness  of  the  remainder  of  the  land  under  the  cancelled  certificate 
of  purchase.  The  partial  reinstatement  shall  embrace  not  less  than  eighty 
(80)  acres  of  the  land  under  such  cancelled  certificate  according  to  gov- 
ernment subdivisions;  and  in  the  case  of  such  partial  reinstatement  of  a 
certificate  of  purchase  of  mortgage  lands,  the  applicants  shall  make  full 
payment  of  all  the  delinquent  installments  upon  the  said  certificate  with 
interest  thereon  as  now  provided  in  the  proportion  that  the  actual  value  of 
the  acreage  to  be  embraced  in  the  partial  reinstatement  together  with 
the  value  of  the  improvements  thereon  bears  to  the  value  of  the  total 
area  of  land  in  the  cancelled  certificate  together  with  the  improvements 
thereon/'  and,  as  amended,  be  concurred  in. 

Conference  Committee  on  Senate  amendments  to  H.  B.  No.  63:  Rec- 
ommends that  the  Senate  recede  from  its  amendment  which  adds  after  the 
word  "judgment"  in  line  5  of  the  printed  bill,  the  following  phrase:  "and 
the  making  of  any  finance  charge  or  bonus  in  addition  to  interest  shall 
constitute  usury  and  a  misdemeanor";  but  that  the  bill  shall  be  amended 
as  follows: 

Amend  the  title  thereto  by  adding  the  following:  "Making  it  unlawful 
for  parties  to  contract  for  a  rate  of  interest  higher  than  eight  per  cent, 
mak.ng  bonus  or  finance  charges  illegal,  describing  the  method  by  which 
monthly  payment  loans  may  be  legally  made  and  fixing  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  this  Act." 

Amend  Section  1  of  the  printed  bill  by  adding  after  the  word  "judg- 
ment" the  following  words:  "but  the  charging  of  any  bonus  or  finance 
charge  in  addition  to  interest  shall  be  unlawful  and  shall  constitute  usury. 
Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
or  make  it  unlawful  for  any  person  or  corporation,  when  goods  or  mer- 
chandise are  sold  or  refinanced,  or  money  is  loaned  on  the  monthly  pay- 
ment plan,  for  the  person  or  corporation  financing  such  paper  or  making 
such  loan  to  charge  a  maximum  amount  of  Fifty  Cents  (50c)  for  a  loan 
of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  or  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  for  a  loan  of  One  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($100.00)  when  such  loans  run  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30) 
days  or  less,  or  to  add  to  the  total  original  amount  of  any  monthly  pay- 
ment loan,  interest  for  the  entire  period  of  time  the  loan  is  to  run  at  a 
rate  not  to  exceed  eight  (8)  per  cent  per  annum,  dividing  the  total  into 
an  equal  number  of  monthly  payments  over  the  period  for  which  the  loan 
is  to  run  and  requiring  payments  so  determined  to  be  paid  by  the  bor- 
rower." 

And  further  amend  the  printed  bill  by  adding  a  new  section,  to  be 
known  as  Section  2,  as  follows:  "The  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  shall  be  a  misdemeanor";  and  by  renumbering  the  following  sec- 
tions accordingly. 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  following  statement  is  prepared  to  accompany  your 
Conference  Committee  report  on  Senate  amendments  to  House  Bill  No.  63. 
The  affect  of  your  Conference  Committee  action  is  to  retain  the  effect  of 
the  Senate  amendments  to  House  Bill  63  which  makes  finance  charges  or 
bonus  charges  illegal,  but  to  permit  a  small  minimum  charge  on  loans  at 
Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  or  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  where  the  loans 
run  for  thirty  (30)  days  or  less  without  such  action  being  illegal.  It  also 
permits  interest  to  be  charged  on  monthly  payment  loans  at  the  rate  as 
provided  by  the  bill  of  eight  (8%)  per  cent  but  permits  finance  companies 
to  continue  their  present  methods  of  applying  these  interest  charges  and 
permitting  borrower  to  pay  back  their  loan  in  monthly  payments  for  the

interest  at  eight  (8%)  calculated  on  the  entire  amount.  This  we  believe 
preserves  the  intention  of  the  original  amendment  but  will  enable  people 
to  continue  to  borrow  money  on  the  monthly  payment  plan  in  accordance 
with  these  regulations.    Respectfully  submitted,  Haight,  Chairman. 

Committee  on  Roads  and  Highways:  S.  B.  No.  26  be  amended  as  fol- 
lows: In  the  original  bill  amend  the  title  by  striking  out  in  line  7  the 
word  "commission"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "board"  and  by 
striking  out  in  line  8  the  words  "Chief  Patrol  Officer"  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  "Highway  Patrol  Supervisor." 

Amend  Section  1  by  striking  out  the  entire  section  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following,  to  be  known  as  Section  1:  "There  is  hereby 
created  a  "Montana  Highway  Patrol  Board"  consisting  of  the  Governor 
of  the  state,  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  Superintendent  of  Mainten- 
ance Department  of  the  State  Highway  Commission,  all  of  whom  shall 
serve  w.thout  extra  compensation  except  actual  traveling  expenses  while 
on  official  business  connected  with  the  patrol." 

Amend  Section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  said  Section  2  and 
substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words:  "Within  sixty  (60)  days 
after  the  passage  and  approval  of  this  Act,  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol 
shall  organize  by  electing  from  among  their  membership  a  chairman  and 
a  secretary,  fixing  a  permanent  place  of  business,  providing  for  clerical 
help,  selecting  a  Highway  Patrol  Supervisor,  fixing  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  for  protecting  the  highways  and  the  traveling  public,  and  pro- 
viding for  the  maintenance  of  the  patrol  and  providing  a  method  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  for  the  employment  and  super- 
vision of  the  patrol." 

Amend  Section  3  by  striking  out  in  line  5  on  page  2  the  words  and 
figures  "Thirty-six  Hundred  Dollars  ($3600.00)  and  substituting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  and  figures  Three  Thousand  Dollars  ($3000.00);  by  strik- 
ing out  in  line  8  the  words  "State  Patrol  Commission''  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words,  "Montana  Highway  Patrol  Board";  by  striking 
out  all  of  the  last  two  lines  of  said  Section  3,  lines  11  and  12,  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "military  service  or  experience  as  a 
peace  officer  or  in  the  city  police  department  or  in  an  organized  govern- 
mental agency." 

Amend  Section  4  by  striking  out  in  line  13  the  words  "The  State 
Patrol  Commission"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "board";  by 
changing  the  comma  after  the  word  "provided"  in  line  15  to  a  semi-colon 
and  by  adding  the  following  words  directly  after  such  semi-colon  and  be- 
fore the  word  "but":  "said  patrolmen  shall  be  chosen  in  equal  numbers 
from  the  twelve  highway  districts.  Replacements  and  additions  to  the 
force  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner";  by  striking  out  in  line  17  the 
words  "revolving  highway  patrol  fund"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
words  "state  highway  patrol  revolving  fund";  by  striking  out  the  words 
and  figures  "twenty-one  (21)  in  line  21  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
words  and  figures  "twenty-four  (24)";  by  striking  out  the  second  sentence 
of  Sub-section  6  and  all  of  Sub-sections  7  and  8  of  Section  4  entirely;  by 
striking  out  all  of  the  paragraph  following  Sub-section  8  of  Section  4  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "All  patrolmen  shall  be  placed 
under  probationary  training  and  service  for  a  period  of  three  months  be- 
fore permanent  appointment  by  the  board,  and  shall  hold  their  permanent 
appointments  while  there  are  sufficient  funds  in  the  department  or  until 
removed  for  cause,  after  hearing  before  the  board.  The  initial  salary  of 
patrolmen  shall  be  One  Hundred  Twenty-five  Dollars  (S125.00)  per  month, 
but  the  same  may  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the  board  not  to  exceed 
One  Hundred  and  Sixty  Dollars  ($160.00)  for  merited  service  in  the  patrol, 
together  with  actual  traveling  expenses." 

Amend  Section  5  by  striking  out  in  line  13  on  page  3  the  following 
words:  "State  Patrol  Commission,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
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"board";  by  striking  out  in  line  19  the  words  "Montana  Highway  Patrol 
Commission,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "board." 

Amend  Sub-section  1  of  Section  6  by  inserting  in  line  25  between  the 
word  "vehicle"  and  the  word  "without"  the  words  "in  the  night  time." 

Amend  Section  7  by  striking  out  the  last  eight  paragraphs  of  said 
Section  7  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "For  the  offense  of 
driving  in  a  reckless  manner,  the  fine  for  the  first  offense  shall  not  be 
less  than  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  or  more  than  Three  Hundred  Dollars 
($300.00)  and /or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  not  less 
than  five  (5)  days  or  more  than  thirty  (30)  days.  "For  the  second  offense, 
the  fine  shall  not  be  less  than  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  or  more 
than  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  and/or  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  or  more  than  six  (6) 
months.  "For  the  third  offense,  the  fine  shall  not  be  less  than  Five  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($500.00)  or  more  than  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000)  and/or 
imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  six  (6) 
months  or  more  than  three  (3)  years.  "For  the  offense  of  driving  while 
intoxicated,  the  penalty  for  the  first  offense  shall  be  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  Twenty-five  Dollars  ($25.00)  or  more  than  Three  Hundred  Dollars 
($300.00)  and /or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  not  less 
than  ten  (10)  days  or  more  than  six  (6)  months.  "For  the  second  offense, 
the  fine  shall  not  be  less  than  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  or  more 
than  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000)  and /or  imprisonment  in  the  State 
Prison  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  six  (6)  months  or  more  than  three  (3) 
years.  "For  the  third  offense,  the  fine  shall  be  not  less  than  One  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($1,000)  or  more  than  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000)  and/or 
imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  three  (3) 
years  or  more  than  ten  (10)  years. 

"In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  penalties,  upon  conviction  of  a 
motor  vehicle  driver  of  any  of  the  offenses  heretofore  mentioned,  it  shall 
be  in  the  discretion  of  the  board  to  suspend,  for  a  stated  period,  or  to 
revoke  said  driver's  license.  In  the  event  of  such  suspension  or  revocation, 
an  appeal  may  be  had  to  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  a  review 
of  the  order.  It  is  not  the  intent  of  this  Act  to  in  any  manner  provide 
immunity  from  civil  prosecution  or  actions  for  damages." 

Amend  Section  8  by  striking  out  in  line  5  on  page  6  the  word  "state"

For  the  year  ending  March  1,  1936,  33  1/3%  thereof  to  the  general 
fund  of  the  State  of  Montana.  Fifteen  per  cent  thereof  to  the  administra- 
tion fund  of  the  Water  Conservation  Board,  and  the  remaining  51  2/3%  to 
the  relief  fund  of  the  State  of  Montana  to  be  administered  by  the  Montana 
Relief  Commission  provided  that  when  the  general  fund  shall  have  re- 
ceived from  the  foregoing  allocation  a  sum  aggregating  Three  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  ($300,000.00)  and  the  administration  fund  of  the  Water

Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.00),  then  all  of  the  net  profits  so  derived  from 
time  to  time  after  providing  the  money  required  for  the  administration  of 
this  Act  shall  be  by  the  State  Treasurer  distributed  to  the  relief  fund  of 
the  State  of  Montana. 

For  the  year  beginning  March  1,  1936,  and  ending  March  1,  1937,  the 
net  profits  derived  from  time  to  time  after  providing  the  money  required 
for  the  administration  of  this  Act,  shall  be  by  the  State  Treasurer  dis- 
tributed as  follows: 

Thirty-three  and  a  third  per  cent  thereof  to  the  general  fund  of  the 
State  of  Montana;  six  and  two-thirds  per  cent  thereof  to  the  administra- 
tion fund  of  the  Water  Conservation  Board;  ten  per  cent  thereof  to  the 
conservation  revolving  fund  of  the  Water  Conservation  Board,  and  the
